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SEARLE TUART, or Stewart, the Surname

of the Royal Family of Great-Britain, 
PEAR according to the Accounts of the 
beſt Scorch Hiſtorians, had its Ori- 
ginal in the manner following: Ban- 
cho, Thane of Lockaber, a great Man 
of the Blood Royal of Scorlavd, ha- 
rd ving been murder'd by/Hacibeth, the 
Uſurper, becauſe he underſtood, by Sorceries, that the 
faid Bancho's Iſſue ſhould enjoy the Crown of Scotland ; 
Fleance his Son (to avoid the like Fate, which threaten'd 
all his Race) fied into /Vorth-Wales, where he married 
the Daughter of ©rifith ap Lemellin, the Prince of the 
Country, by whom he had a Son call'd Walicy ; which 
Walter, after the Death of the Tyrant Mackbeth, (who 
had been ſlain by Malcolm III. then upon the Throne) 
went for Srotland, and being a valiant Man, was em- 
ploy d againſt the Rebels in Galmay, where he did 
Him great Service, flew their General, and put them to 
fight ; fo that he became greatly in Favour with that

King, who, in conſideration of his high Blood, and 
other his great Merits, created him Lord Stewart of alt 
Scotland, from which Office his Family afterwards took 
their Surname ; and beſides, the Royal Line ſpread itſelf 
into divers Noble Branches, ſome of which are ii 
flouriſhing in the Kingdom of Scotland : Which De- 
ſcendents of the faid Filter Lord Stewart, grew ſo emi- 
nent, that Robert Bruce, King of Scotland, beſtow'd his 
Daughter Margery on one of them in Marriage, upon 
whoſe Iſſue, os the Death of David Brace, he ſettled 
the Crown, and they ſucceeded accordingly ; for the 
faid David, dying iſſueleſs, was ſucceeded + Robert his 
ephew, viz. the Son of his Sifter Margery, who was 
the Hundredth King of Scorland, and the firſt of the 
Name of Stuart. 
Of which Robert, Buchanan, and fome other Horch 
Hiſtorians, relate, that before his Marriage to Euphemis 
Rofs, he had three Sons, viz. John, Robert, and Alexan- 
der; by Elizabeth Alure, or Moor, whilſt he was Steward 
of Hotland, and Earl of Srathern. Which Elizabeth, 
fay they, was not his Wife, till the third Year after his 
Succeſſion to David Bruce, his Uncle: That this Account 
is abſolutely falfe, appears by ſeveral unqueſtionable Scot- 
ti/h Records; for full, Euphemia Roſs did not die in the 
fecond or third Year of King Robert's Reign, as Bucha- 
nan affirms, bur liv'd many Years after: Secondly, John, 
Elizabeth Mure's Eldeſt Son, was Earl of Carrick, in 
the firft Year of King Robert's Reign, and not in the 


third, as the ſame Author pretends. Thirdly, the Con- 
vention of the Eftates of Parliament, which declar'd John, 


the eldeſt Son to Robert, by the faid Elizabeth Mure, to 
be his lawful Succeſſor to the Crown, was held in the 
firſt Year of King Robert's Reign, leaving his Queen 
Euphemia ; and not after her Death, and in the third 
Year of his Reign, as is aſſerted by Boetius and Buchanan. 
Fourthly, Robert, Steward of Scotland, and Earl of Sira 
Hern, long before his Coming to the Crown, did, by ſe- 
veral publiek Inſtruments, own John, his eldeſt Son by 

Flizabe 
2 was own d and recogniz d under that Title and Re- 
tion, by King David Bruce; which is another unanfwera- 
ble Proof of the Legitimacy of his Birth. Fifthly, for a 
farther Y indication of the Line, it appears evident!y, up- 
on 
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bh Mure, to be his eldeſt Son and Heir; which 
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on Record, that th three Eſtates, conven'd in Parlia- 
ment, did immediately, upon Robert II's coming to the 
Crown, and firſt Year of his Reign, own John above- 
mention'd, as undoubted Heir and Succeſſor to Robert 
He being likewife acknowledg'd as ſuch, by Queen 
Euyphemia, and all her Relations. Sixthly, 'tis likewiſe 
apparent, that Elizabeth Mare was dead before the Year 
1364 ; and, therefore, the Suggeſtion, that her Children 
were advancd by her Marriage to the King, in the 
Year 1373, or after Euphemia Roſs's Death; I fay, it 
plainly appears, that this Suggeſtion is notoriouſly falſe, 
and that Johns Title is clear beyond all Controverſy 
and Diſpute. And laſtly, tis no leſs evident, that Elixa- 
beth Mure, Daughter of Sir Adam Mure, was ſo far from 
being an obſcure Perſon, or a Concubine, that ſhe was 
a Perſon of Quality, and ſo nearly related to Robert her 
Husband, that he was oblig'd to procure the Pope s Dif- 
penſation to marry her, which Diſpenſation was granted 
ſeveral Years, both before he was King, and before 
Euphemia Roſs's Death. Vid. ſeveral Charters granted 
by King Robert II. as likewiſe a Record in Parlia- 
ment, mention'd in a Vinditation of Robert III. by 
George Viſcount Tarbat, Cc. Printed at Edinburgh, 
Anno 1693. 
a en of Scotland being thus undeniably fix d in 
this Royal Family, they enjoy d it in a direct Line 274 
Years, till the Death of Queen Elizabeth, Anno 1603 
when James VI. of that Name, King of Kotland, ard 
Eighth of the $tzart's Family, was, by undoubted Right, 
proclaimed at Edinburgh, King of Sotland, England, 
France, and Ireland. His Title to the Crown of Eng- 
land, was by Margaret, Henry VIV's Daughter; from 
which ſaid Marriage, we begin the Genealogical Ac- 
count of this Illuſtrious Family, and to enumerate its 
exp ragen! after mixing with the Blood Royal of 
gland. ; ; 
This Princeſs Margaret, eldeſt Daughter of King 
Henry VII. by Queen Elizabeev, Davghter of King 
Edward IV. and Siſter to King Henry VIII. was, at 
the Age of Fourteen Years, Anno 1502, contracted to 
James IV. King of Scots, who had earneſtly defir'd her 
in Marriage; whereupon, King Herry her Father, 
accompanying her as far as Oh Wefton, near North- 
, B 2 amrion, 
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ampton, (where his Mother, the Counteſs of Richmond, 
then lay) and having given her his Bleſling, and Fa- 
therly Counſel, Cc. committed the Guard of her, to 
the 5 of Surrey and Northumberland, and ſuch Ladies 
and Gentlemen as were appointed for that Service, a 
great Company of Lords, Knights, and "Squires, Cc. at- 
tending them as far as Berwick. At S. Lambert's Church 
in Lamer-Aloore, within Scotland, King James being at- 


tended by the Principal of his Nobility, eſpous'd her, 


and receiving her from the Hands of the Earl of Nor- 
thumberland, the next Year after, viz. Anno 1503, he 
married her at Edinburgh. RE 

Objections being made at the Council-Board, againſt 
this Marriage, viz. That the Conn of England might 
come to the dcottiih Line, by the Iſſue of the Lady Margaret, 
King Heney reply'd, That if any ſuch thing ſhould happen, 
our Kingdum nould loſe nothing thereby, becauſe there nould 
not be an Acciſſion of England to Scotland, but contrarily 
of Scotland iv England, that which is leſs nſually accrning 
to the Ornament of that which is much the greater, as Nor- 


mandy heretofore came to be under the Power of the Engliſh,

This Conjugal Alliance not only produced a perfect 
Peace between the Realms of England and Scotland, for 


a long time after ; but (according ro the Prophetick 


Saying of King Henry VII.) from this Match pro- 
ceeded the Union of the two Kingdoms, under 
King Fame VI. their Great Grandſon, Son to Mary 
Queen of ots, only Child of King Zawe V. Son of 
the aforemention'd James IV. and Queen Afargaret, 
Which Queen, after the Death of Ring Jane IV. 
(who was incited to a War with England, by the 
French, and lain in Flodden Field, Anno 1513.) was 
remarry d to Archibald Douglas, Earl of Angus, 1514, 
to the great Diſſatisfaction of her Brother, King 
Henry VIII. and the Council of Scotland : Soon after 
which,” there was ſuch Diſſenſion among the Scotch 
Nobility, that Queen Margaret and the Earl of Angus, 
like bauiſh'd Perſons, came into England, and were 
kindly received by the King, who delir'd them to ſtay 
in Northumberland, till farther Order; in which 
time, viz. Anno 1516, ſhe was delivered of the Lady 
Margaret ; who was afterwards married to i cet 
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Auart, Earl of Lenox, Father of Henry Start, Lord 
Darnley, who taking to Wife, ary, Queen of Scots, 
had Iſſie, by her, King Fame:s VI. the firft Monarch 
of Great-Britain, &c. Queen Margaret, by her firſt 
Husband, King Fames IV. had four Sons, viz. James 
Stuart, and Arthur Stuart, who died in their Infan- 
cy, another Fames born Anno 1512, who, after his Fa- 
ther's Death, was crown'd King of Scotland, at Schone, 


Anno 1515 ; and Alexander Sinart, born after his Fa- 


chers Death, and died young. King James V. took to 
his firſt Wife, Magdalen, eſdeſt Daughter to Frances J. 
King of France, who Wi, a Year after, without 
Iſſue, he married ew of Lorrain, Daughter of (Lau- 
dius, Duke of Guiſe, Siſter to Duke Francis, and Wi- 
dow of Lewis of Orleans, Duke of Longacville, who 
departing this Life, Anno 1560, had Iſſue by him, James 
and Ari hun, who died in their Infancy, and Marx, 
their only Daughter, born Anno 15 f; who, after the 
Death of her Father, (who died with Grief of Mind, 
Anno 1542.) became Queen of Sots, and, during her 
Infancy, was under the Government of Fumes, Earl! of 
Arran, her Kinſman, who denied giving her in Mar- 
riage to Eduard VI. King of England, tho' it was. 
agreed on by the chief Peers of both Realms; upon 
which Refuſal enſued the Famous Battle of Muſſelbo- 
rough, where the Engliſh became victorious, An. 1547. 
But leſt this young Lady ſhould fall into the Hands 
of the Engliſh, the Queen Donager, Mary of Lorrain, 
her Mother, and the States of Scotland, convey d her in- 
to France: Where Henry II. the French King, taking 
that Realm into his Protection, ſent them Forces, 
and eſpouſed Queen Mar) to his Son Francis the Dau- 
phin > Which Marriage, when they came of Years, 


was ſolemniz d in the Church of our Lady at Pars, 


and it was agreed, that Francis the Dauphin ſhould have 
the Title of King of Scotland, and bear his Arms quar- 
terly, with thoſe of Kotland under the fame Crown: 
The Queen's Dowry being aſfign'd her upon the Duchy 
of Touraine and County of Poittov. Shortly after wards, 
the Dauphin (on the Death of King, Ha) II. hi

(by the Recommendation of Queen Elizabeth ) mar- 


ried Anne, the Daughter of Frederick II. King of Den- 


mark and Norway, in the 16th Year of her Age, with 
whom he lived very happily, and in good Correſpon- 
dence with Queen Elizabeth, as the only way to ſe- 
cure his Succeſlion, the having, a little before her Death, 
(which happen d on the 24th of March, 1603) decla- 
red him her Succeſſor ; whereupon, he was, the fame 
day, proclaim'd at Whitehall, King of England, Scotland, 
France, and Ireland; and having ſettled his Kingdom of 
Scotland, ſet forward for England, on the Fifth of 
April, 1603, and arriv'd in London, on the Seventh of 
May : He lode'd at the Charter- Hoxſe, where he created 
ſeveral Knights, and, before the end of the Year, con- 
ferred that Dignity on many Hundreds, Queen Elixa- 
beth being very ſparing in diſpoſing of that Honour. 
Being now ſettled at London, he ſent divers Lords and 
Ladies into Scotland, to conduct his Queen and Chil- 
dren to England, who returning on the 27th of June, 
brought with him Prince Henry ( then Nine Years of 
Age) and the Lady Elizabeth, leaving Charles, Duke of 
Albany, (about Three Y ears old) behind them, who, the 
Year after, falling fick of a Fever, Dr. Atkins was ſent 
to him, and in fix Weeks time, cur'd him of his Diſtem- 
per, and brought him ſafe, in October, to Windſcy ; for 
which the King rewarded him very liberally ; and having 
created divers new Lords, he ſolemniz d his Coronation 
at Weſtminſter the 25th of Jah), being the Feaſt of St. 
Fames, Anno 1603, where the antique Regal Chair of 
Enthronization did happily receive, with the Perſon of 
his Majeſty, the full Accompliſhment of the Prophetical 
Prediction of his Coming to the Crown of Evelind. In 
1610, he inſtituted a new Hereditary Title of Honour, 
inferior to a Baron, but ſuperior to a Knight, ſtyled a 
Baronet, to be conferr'd, by Vatent, under the Great Seal; 
the Number whereof, according = the Inſtitution, was not 
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to exceed two Hundred, nor to be completed, when any 
of them ſhould be Extinct, for want of Heirs-Male. The 
Perſons created were to be Gentlemen of three Deſcents 
at the leaſt, to have 1000 J. per Annum, in preſent Pof: 
ſeſſion, and to give Ic 1, in Mony, towards the Plan- 
tation of the Province of Ulſer in Ireland, for which 
they were to bear in their own Coat, an Augmentation 
of the Arms of Ulfer, viz. Argent, a Siniſter Hand, 
couped Gules.

Charles-Lodowick, Count Palatine of the Rhine, Duke 
of Bavaria, Cc. ſecond Son of Frederick King of Bohe- 
mia, born at Heydelbergh, Anno 1617, was commonly 
call d the Palſgraue : At the = fourteen Years, he 
was convey'd thence into the Countries of Wirtembergh 
and Brandenbergh, then into Holland, where, at the 
Hague, and the Univerſity of Leyden, he was educated 
in a Princely manner. At Eighteen Years of Age, he 
came into England, having been ſome time before ele- 
&ed Knight ef the Garter. And about two Years af- 
ter, he fought the Battle at Ulota in W:fphalia. But in 
the Year 1607 paſſing privately through France, to take 
Poſſeſſion of Briſac, then intended to be deliver d up 
to him, by the Duke of Saxen-Weymar, together with 
the Command of his Army, he was unhappily diſco-

ver'd by Cardinal Richelieu at Moulin, and thence ſent 


back Priſoner to Bois de Vincennes ; from whence, after 
three and twenty Weeks Impriſonmeut, he was, by the 
Mediation of King Charles I. (his Uncle) ſet at Liber- 
ty ; and, in the Yar 1643, came into England ; where 
he continued till the unfortunate Murder of the King, 
and the Reſtitution of the Lower Palatinate to him, ac- 
cording to the famous Treaty of Munſter, Anno 1648;

Notwithſtanding theſe Declarations, the Duke of 
York, who was then at Bruſſels, grew ſo jealous of his 
new Competitor, that he prevail d with the King, his 
Brother, ſoon after, not only to diveſt him of his Com- 
miſſion of Captain-General, and of all his other great 
Offices and Places, which he held under the Crown, 
but that he ſhould likewiſe depart the Kingdom; where- 
upon he retir'd to Utrecht, and there continu'd, till hear- 
ing of the Duke of York's ſudden Return to England, 
he inftantly follow'd him; and arriving at Londen, the 
People thew'd their Joy upon that Occaſion, in a very 
extraordinary manner, 

But the Popular Rejoicing of the Citizens, for his 
Return, ſerv'd only to enflame the Duke of Tork the 
more againſt him; ſo that, by bis prevailing Intereſt 
with the King, Monmouth ſtill remain'd in publick Diſ- 
grace with his Majeſty; and, Anno 1682, having fallen 
anew under the King's Diſpleaſure, he was remov'd 
from being Chancellor of the Univerſity. 

The next Year, a Proclamation was iſſued out for 
apprehending him ; as alſo, Ford Lord Grey, Sir Thomas

In the 4th of Henry VIII. he was with the King at 
the Taking of Therrouenne, and Tournay, afterwards ſent 
General againſt the Scots, and routed their Army at 
Flodden-field, where King James IV. was ſlain, In this 
Battle, his Son Thomas, Lord Admiral, attended him, 
and with his other Son Edmund, led the Van. For 
which ſignal Service, he had thereupon a ſpecial Grant 
from the King to himſelf, and the Heirs-Male of his 
Pody, of an honourable Augmentation of his Arms, to 
bear on a Bend thereof, the upper half of a Red-Lyon, 
(depicted as the Arms of Scotland are) pierc'd thro the 
Mouth with an Arrow, being likewiſe advanced to the 
oll ; which Title, John, his 
Father (deriving his Deſcent thro' the Heirs-Female of 
Moubray, and Seagrave, from Thomas of Brotherton, Son 
to King Edward I.) did enjoy: And by other Letters 
Patents, bearing Date at the fame time, obtain'd the 
Grant of .divers Mannors and Lordfhips ; and, the next 
Year, had a new Patent for the Office of Lord Treaſurer. 
In the 13th of Henry VIIL he perform'd the Office of 
Lord High-Steward, at the Trial of Edward Duke of 
Buckingham, and gave Sentence of Death 2 him, but 
Henry VIII. 
obtain d a Grant to his Son Thomas Earl of Surrey, of 
part of the Lands of the ſaid Duke. e 

He married two Wives, firſt Elizabeth, Daughter and 
ſole Heireſs to Sir Frederick Tilney, and Widow of Ham- 
phryBorrchier, Lord Berners, by whom he had Iſſue eight 
Sons, three only of which ſurviv'd him, viz. ..

the 7th of Henry VII. he was in the Expedition made 
into Flanders in Behalf of Maximilian the Emperor: 
In the 1ſt of Henry VIII. was made Standard-Bearer to 
that King: And in the 4th of Henry VIII. was conſti- 
tated Lord High Admiral of England. At which time, 
he convoy'd the Marquis of Dorſet into Spain, in Aid of 
the Emperor Ferdinand, againſt the French ; and having, 
with his Fleet, clear'd the Seas from Enemies, he landed 
in Bretany, *did ou Execution in the Country, and 
brought — rich Spoils. 8 
The French, in the mean time, making great Prepara- 
tions by Sea, King Henry thought fit to reinforce his 
Fleet; which afterwards meeting the French coming out 
of Breſt, there happen d a ſharp Encounter, to the Ho- 
nour of this Lord Admiral. He was alſo ſent out againſt 
Sir Andrew Barton, a Scottiſh Pirate, whom he fought, 
and took. But afterwards, refolving to attempt the 
French in their 'Harbours, he enter'd a Galley, and 
boarding the Admiral of the French Galleys, the Grap- 
plings giving way, the Galleys ſheer'd aſunder, and left 
im in the Hands of his Enemies, being, in the Heat 
of the Action, born over- board. He was Knight of the

In which Command he ſo ſcour d the Seas, that not 2 
Fiſher-Boat of the French durſt venture forth ; and 
landing in Whitſand-Bay, ravag'd the Country there- 
abouts.

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join'd his Father the Earl of Surrey, then General of the 
Engliſb Army; and ſent a Meſſage to that King, to juſti- 
fy Sir Andrew Barton's Death. Alſo, at the Battle of 
Flodden-field, with his younger Brother Sir Edmund, he 
commanded the Vanguard ; where he behav'd himſelf 
with exceeding Gallautry ; and ſeeing his ſaid Brother 
in Diſtreſs, came with Sir Edward Stanley to his Suc- 
cour. In Conſideration of which great Services, he was 


ſoon after created Earl of Surrey, the ſame Day his Fa- 


ther was created Duke of Norfolk, 5th of Henry VIII. 
And upon a Diſpute in Parliament, concerning his 
Place there, it was declar'd, that he ſhould fit accord- 
ing to his Creation, and not as a Duke's eldeſt Son. 
Alſo, in the 12th of Henry VIII. was conſtituted Lord 
Deputy of Hreland, where he ſuppreſs'd the O-MVeal:s 
and O-Carols, Few Years afterwards, he perform'd 
many ſignal Services in France, and was conſtituted 
Lord Treaſurer, and made General of the King's whole 
Army, deſign'd to march againſt the Scots ; all this 
being in his Father's Life-time.

and was ſent chief Ambaſſador to the King of France, 
to attend him to Nice, and commune with the Pope, in 
his Delay, touching that King's Divorce. In the 25th 
of Henry VIII. upon the Surrender of Charles Brandon, 
Duke of Sfalh he was conſtituted Earl-Marſhal of 
England, alſo, Viceroy of Ireland. In the 18th of 
Henry VIII. he march'd to the Aſſiſtance of the Enrl of 
Shrewsbury, toward ſuppreſſing that memorable Inſurre- 
ction, call d the Pilgrimage of Grace. But after theſe, 
and many other ſignal Setvices, by the inſinuating Per- 
ſuaſions of ſome of the Nobility, who bore him no 
Good-Will, the King was ſo far miſled and incens d a- 
gainſt him, that he not only commanded him Priſoner 
to the Tower, but gave Order for ſeizing his Goods, and

of, 2 N an Army of 140co French, who lay encamp'd 
nard-by. | 
In the 37th of Henry VIII. the Scots making ſeveral 
Incurſions upon the Borders, in Conjunction with 5000 
Auxiliaries — France; he was ſent againſt them, where 
he deſtroy'd all the Towns upon the Middle Marches, 
and paſling toward the Weſt, made great Spoil in thoſe 
Parts : Soon after, the French endeavouring to 5 Bo- 
loigne, he forc d their Retreat, and purſuing the Enemy, 
beſides the Slaughter, gain'd ſeveral Trophies of his 
Succeſs. The next Year, the Earl of Sure), Governor 
of Boloigne, being laid aſide, he was put in his ſtead, 
and was ſent over with the Lord Admiral, and an Army 
of 9300 Men, to oppoſe the French, then making Head. 
And ſoon after, upon Propoſals of Peace, was conſtitu- 
ted the Chief of the Engliſh Commiſſioners for that 
Treaty, when a Peace was happily concluded. And 
now the King lying on his Deathbed, he was appointed 
one of his Executors, and of the Council to his Son 
Prince Edward; who being proclaim d, he was, by the 
unanimous Conſent of the Council, choſen Protector 
to the young King, and conftituted Lord Treaſurer of 
England, — advanc d to the Dignity of Duke of S- 
merſet, and created Earl-Marſhal of England, for Life, 
and a little time after, receiv'd his Patent of Protector 


and Governor of the King and Realm; and, the ſame 
* Year, had a ſpecial Grant, that he ſhould fit alene, and 


be plac'd at all times, as well in the King's Preſence in 


_ Parliament, as in his Abſence, on the Middle of the 


Bench, or Stool, ſtanding next on the Right-Hand the 


King's Seat Royal, in Parliament. Soon after, he was 


ſent, at the Head of a ſtrong Army, into Scotland, where 
he fought Muſſel borong h- Battle. He was, the next Year, 
being the 2d of Ednard VI. again conſtituted Protector 
of the King's Perſon, and the whole Realm, during his 


Minority. 


Being much in Favour with King Henry VIII. and 
by him much employ'd, he was always obſerv'd to be 


Faithful and Fortunate, as well in giving Advice, as in 


managing a Charge. Ihe Invaſion of James V. of Scot- 


and, 
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land, was fruſtrated, and Sblem--Moſſe- Battle won, by 
his Direction. The next Year, he and the Earl of Mar- 
wick burnt Leith and Edinburgh, and waſted Tivedale 
and the Marches, The next Year following, being ſent 
to view the Fortifications of the Marches of Calais, with 
the hardy Approach of 7000 Engliſh, he beat up an Ar- 
my of 21cco Hench, took their Baggage and Cannon, 


and all with the Loſs of one Man, and after won the 


Caſtle, commonly call'd Red-Pile, The next Year, he 
invaded and ſpoil'd Picardie, and began the Forts of 
Newhaven, Blackneſs, and Bullingberge. Upon theſe and 
other like Succeſſes, his ſucceeding Fortunes were always 
eſteem d rather new, than ftrange ; and his only Pre- 
ſence was reputed ſufficient Surety for an Army. But 
after all this Honour and Greatneſs, and proſperous Suc- 
ceſſes in theſe his Undertakings, he fell, at laſt, thro” 
the Pride and revengeful Humour of Anne Stanhope, his 
Wife, who envying that his Brother, Lord Thomas S- 
mor, of Sadley, High Admiral of England, had mar- 
ried the Lady Catherine Parr, Queen-Dowager to Hen- 
2 and by that Marriage the younger Brother? 

ife claim d Precedence before her ; ſhe poſſeſs d the 
Duke her Husband, that his Brother ſtudied his Ruin; 
which, alſo, by the Artifices of the ambitious Earl of 
Warwick, took place; ſo that the Lord S:dley was arreſted, 
and ſent Priſoner to the Tower, and in a very ſhort time 
after, condemn'd by A& of Parliament,and loſt his Head, 
and what ſeems more rigid, by a Warrant under his 
own Brother's Hand. His Death created great Hatred 
in the People, againſt the Protector, many of the No- 
bility calling him Bloodſucker, Murderer, unfit to be 
the King's Prorecter : Beſides, another thing help'd to 
confirm the publick Hatred, his pulling down a Church 
and two Biſhops Houſes in the rand, to make way for 
Somerſet-Houſe, and ruining the Steeple, and moſt part 
of the Church of St. John of Firnſalem, &c. to carry on 
the Building. Upon which, the Earl of Harn ici, watch- 
ing his Opportunity, form'd a Party in the Privy-Coun- 
ci}, againft the Protector, who remov'd the King from 
Hampton-Court to Windſor, and was ſoon after charg'd 
as the Occaſion of all the Calamitics that had befallen 
the Nation, and ſent Priſoner to the Toner, where he 


ſubmitted to his Accuſation, and himſelf begg'd rhe 
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ther Edward: Alfo fix Daughterr 


King's Pardon for the ſame, who again releas d him, 
remitted his Fines, return d all his Goods, undiſpos'd 
of, and once more ſwore him of his Privy- Council. 
After which, his Daughter was married to the Lord 
Lite, Son and Heir to the Earl of Marx ict, and the Earl 
of Warzick himſelf made Admiral of England, and 
Duke of Northumberland. But this Match was ſo far 
from ſtifling all former Animoſities, that now the afore- 
faid Duke, having a more full and ſufficient Authority, 
charg'dthe Duke of Somerſet anew, with ſeveral wicked 
Deſigns to murder himſelf, and many more of the No- 
bility ; for which, being put in the Toner, and brought 
to his Tryal, he was found Guilty of Felony, and ſen- 
tenc dito be hang d; and two Months after, the Vio- 
Jence of his Enemies, notwithſtanding the King s De- 
fire to ſave him, drew him to Tuver-Hill, where, Janua- 
ry the 24th, 1552, he loſt his Head. He ſuffer d with 
great Conftancy, and was very much Jamented, People 
ipping their Handkerchiefs in his Blood, and laying 
them up as ſacred Relicks. 5 
This great Duke had two Wives; firſt, Catherine, 
Daughter and Co-Heir to Sir William Filbl, of Woodland, 
in Cozy. Dorſ. Kt. by whom he had Iſſue two Sons, viz, 
Edward Scymour of Bery-Pomeric, in Com. Devon. and 
Fokn, the Poſterity of which Edward, do ſtill remain in 
thoſe Parts. To his ſecond Wife, he married Anne, 
Daughter of Sir Edward Stanhope, of Shelford, in Com. 
Lott. Kt. by whom he had Iſſue three Sons, Eduard, af- 
terwards Ear] of Hertford; Henry, who married Joan, 
Daughter of Thomas Farl of Northanpberland ; and ano- 
err, Anne, firſt married 
to Fohn Dadley, (commonty call'd Earl of Warwick) eldeſt 
Son of Fohn Duke of Northumberland ; afterwards, to 
Sir Edward Umpton Knight of the Bath ; Margaret, and 
Jane, who died unmarried ; Mam, firſt married to 
Andrew Rogers, Son and Heir of Sir Richard Rogers Kt. 
after, to Sir Henry Peyton Kt. Catherine, who died un- 
married; and Elizabeth, who became the ſecond Wife 
to Sir Richard Knightley, of Fauſeley, in Cm. North. Kt. 
wing already mention d Thomas Lord Sudley, his 
younger Brother, and his unhappy Fall, I ſhall now take 
notice of whar is moſt memorable of him. In the 32d of 
Ham VIII. upon the triumphal Juſting, held at We/- 


minſter, 
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minſter, on Ma Day, (being then a Knight) he was 
one of the lengers to all Comers from France, Flan- 


ders, Scotland, and Spain: And in the 35th of Hen. VIII. 


accompanied Sir John — as Marſhal, with 6000 Men,

ſent in Aid of Maximilian the Emperor, againſt the 
French. In which Year, being one of the Gentlemen 
of the King's Privy- Chamber, he was alſo conſtituted 
Maſter of the Ordnance, for Life. 

In the 38th of Henry VIII. he was again Knight- 
Marſhal of the Forces ſent into France, under the Lead- 
ing of Edward Earl of Hertford, his Brother; and was one 
of thoſe whom the King, upon his Death-bed, appoin- 
20 Aſſiſtants to his Executors, in Matters of great Con- 

uence. | 

In the 1ſt of Edward VI. he was advanc'd to the Dig- 
nity of a Baron of this Realm, by the Title of Lord 
Seymour of Sudley ; and alſo, made Lord High Admiral 
of England. But ſoon after this, he fell, for having (as 
we have obſerv'd before) married Catherine Parr, the 
Widow of the deceaſed King ; and being likewiſe a 


Man of a turbulent, fierce, and ambitious Nature, it fo . 


puff d him up, that he began to caſt about, how he 
might diſpoſſeſs his Brother, and get the Government 
and Protectorſſip into his own Hank s In order to 
which, he form'd ſeveral Deſigns, and had unmask'd 
himſelf to ſome of the Nobility. In the mean time, the 
Queen, his Wife, being, in September, (2d Edward IV.) 
deliver d of a Daughter, died in Child-bed, not with- 


out Suſpicion of being poiſon'd ; and the rather, that 


now he more importunately ſought ro marry the Lady 
Elizabeth, the King's Danghter, than ever; (having, 
before his Marriage with the Queen, had the ſame 
Thoughts in his Head, tho' prudently prevented by his 
Brother, as a raſh and dangerous Project) and did not 
ſtick to ſolicit a clandeſtine Marriage, (as was that with 
the deceaſed pon) and not till after the Ceremony, 
aſk the Conſent of the King and Council. But this 
bold Deſign being opportunely diſcover d, and Parlia- 
ment aſſembled, he was, by the Authority thereof, 
committed to the Toner; and, without any Tryal, con- 
demn'd. Soon after which, the Parliament being dif- 


folv'd, he was, ſix Days following, publickly beheaded, 


20th March, e J.) 
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I now come to Edward, the eldeſt Son to Ednard 
Duke of Somerſet, by Anne Stanhope, his ſecond Wife ; 
upon whom his chiefeſt Honours, as alſo divers Lands, 
of great Extent, were entail'd, | 

his Ednard, being diſpoſſeſs'd of all, by the At- 
tainder of his Father in the Parliament of the 5th and 
6th of Edward VI. fo continu'd, till the firſt Year of 
Queen Elizabeth ; when he was advanc'd to the Degree 
of a Baron of this Realm, by the Title of Lord Beau- 
champ; as alſo, to the Dignity of Earl of Hertford ; 
and married the Lady Catherine Grey, Daughter of Henry 
Duke of Suffolk, and near allied to the Queen, who 
had been formerly wedded to William Earl of Pembroke, 
but lawfully repudiated. Which Lady Catherine, his 
Wife, being diſcerned to be big with Child, was, in 
the 5th of Elizabeth, committed Priſoner to the Tower; 
tho' the acknowledg'd herſelf to be his lawful Wife; 
and he returning out of France, where he had gone 
with the Queen's Leave, and owning his Marriage, was 
alſo impriſon'd with her; where ſhe was ſoon brought 
to Bed of her farſt begotten Son; after that, of another, 
having corrupted her Keeper. He was, upon this, cen- 
ſord in the Star-Chamber, upon theſe Three Points: 
Firſt, for that he had vitiated a Maid of the Royal 
Blood; Next, that he had broke Priſon ; and laſtly, 
that he had lain with her again. To which he anſwer d, 
That having lawfully marry'd, and the Priſon Doors 
ſtanding open, he came to her, in her Sadneſs, to com- 
fort, and pay his conjugal Debt: Yet was, neverthe- 
Jeſs, fin d at 5000 l. and kept Priſoner for the Space of 
nine Years. Nor was ſhe ſet at Liberty, but there con- 
tinu'd till her Death. Tho' it is credibly affirm d, that 
the Validity of this Marriage being afterwards tried at 
Common-Law, the Miniſter who marry'd them being

This Earl liv'd to be an aged Man; and in the 3d of 
Fac. I. was ſent Ambaſſador to the Arch-Duke, for 
confirming a Peace.

I. obrain'd Letters-Patents, granting, 
that he and the Heirs-Male of his Body, immediately 
after the Death of his Father, ſhould be Barons of Par- 
liament, and have Place and Voice there: As alſo, 
other Letters-Patents, for the Enjoyment of the Title of 
Earl of Hertford. And having married Honora, Daugh- 
ter to Sir Richard Rogers of Brianſton, in Com. Dorſ, Kt. 
had Iſſue by her three Sons; firſt, Edward, who married 
Anne, Daughter to Robert Earl of Dorſet, and had Iſſue 
by her, Elsa, a Son, and Anne, a Daughter; who 
both died young: 2dly, Sir Wiliam Seymour Kt. and, 
3d, Sir Fancis Seymour Kr. Alſo one Daughter, Honora, 
married to Sir Ferdinand Dudley, Knight of the Bath, at 
that time Heir-Apparent of Edward Lord Dudley.

To whom ſucceeded Charles, the preſent Duke of So- 
merſet, his Brother and Heir; a Perſon as eminently di- 
ſinguiſh'd by his great Employments, in the ſeveral 
Reigns he has liv'd, as by his Zeal and Concern always 
ſhewn for the Proteſtant Intereſt. 

Upon the Advancement of King William, and his 
Royal Conſort Queen Mary, to the Throne of theſe 
Realms, he was ſworn of the Privy-Council, afterwards 
made Preſident of the Council, appointed one of the 
Lords Juſtices, elected Chancellor of the Univerſity of 


. Cambridge; and conſtituted Maſter of the Horſe to Her 


preſent Majeſty, in the firſt Year of Her Reign.

His Duke derives his Genealogy, by a Male-Line, 
from Geoſry Plantagenet, Earl of Anjou, Son of 
Foulk King of Feruſalem, and Grandſon to Folk 
Rechin Earl of Anjou, Jourine and Maine, by Maud the 
Empreſs his Wife, Daughter of Henry I. King of En- 
gland, Son of William the Conqueror. (Whence it is 
obſervable, that his Progenitors have flouriſh'd with the 
Title of Dukes, Marquiſſes, and Earls, and have not 
deſcended to a lower Degree for theſe 700 Years;) And 
lineally ſprung from John of Gaunt, Duke of Lancaſter, 
who caus d all his Children, by Catherine Swinford, (af-

Scheadergh, Marſhal of France, Duke and Peer 
of Portugal, Governor of Pryſſia, Miniſter of State, and 
Generaliſſimo to the EleQor of Brandenbergh, Duke and 
Peer of England, General of the Army in Ireland, Ma- 
fer of the Ordnance, and Knight of the Garter : All 
theſe different Titles and Dignities, in ſo different, and 
far diſtant Dominions, are ſufficient Teſtimonies of the 
great Worth of that famous Commander, deſcended of a

own the Houſe of Braganza, lawful Heirs to the Crown

Which Gilbert, ſucceeding his Father, was one of 
thoſe who cut off Pierce Gaveſion, for which he was par- 
don'd the 7th of Edward II. whom he alſo ſerv'd in his 
Wars againſt Scorland. In the 16th of that King, he 
was made Governor of the Town and Caſtle of Glou- 
ceſter ; and afterwards find for being in the Inſurrection 
with Thomas Earl of Lancaſter ; but Judgment being gi- 
ven in the Parliament held before the end of that Year, 
that the Quarrel wherein he had been ſo engag d with 
that great Earl, was juſt, he had Pardon. He was at 
that Time, a Banneret, and very active for the King in 
his Wars, fo that he procur'd a Grant of more Manrours, 
and was made Lord Chamberlain to the King, and ſu- 
ſtice of S0uth-IVales; in which Office he ſubſtituted Ry:(e 
4% Griſfih, his Nephew, for his Lieutenant. And ha- 
ving been ſummon d to Parliament from the 4 Edu. III. 
to the ISth of that Reign incluſive, died 20 Edx. III.

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Talbot, Dube of Shrewsbury. 
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To whom ſucceeded Richard, his Son and Heir, who Richard, 


married Elizabeth,one of the Siſters and Heireſſes to John 
Comn, of Badenhagh, in Scotland; and challenging cer- 
tain Lands in that Kingdom in Right of his ſaid Wife ; 
and adhering to Edward de Baliol, who then laid Claim 
to the Crown of that Realm, invaded that Kingdom, by 
Sea, with 300 armed Men; where finding 1 by 
the Scots, he flew many, and, within few Days after, 
gave Battle to their whole Army, which he totally 
routed. Three Years after, he was taken Priſoner there, 
after a great Slaughter of the Engliſh; but was after-

being then a Banneret, he ſerv'd that King in his Expe- 
dition into Scotland ; and two Years after, was in the 
Fleet with Richard Earl of Arundel, Admiral of Eu- 
gland; And the fame Year, attended 50hn Duke of 
Lancafter, King of Caftile and Leon, into Spain. Ha- 
ving been ſummon'd to Parliament, from rhe 7th to the 
17th of Richard II. incluſive, died the 20th of that 
Reign; leaving Iſſue by Anlaret, his Wife, aforeſaid,

broke, claim'd to carry the Spurs at the Coronation of 
Henry V. He afterwards ſerv'd that King againſt rhe 
Welſh Rebel Ozen Glendower, as alſo againſt the French, 
was conſtituted Captain- General of the Marſhes in Nor- 
mandy, and employ'd to reduce all the Caſtles and Forts 
in that Country. He married, firſt, Joan, one of the 
Daughters and Heireſſes of Eleanor, Wife of Thomas of 
Hoock, Duke of Glouceſter; and, 2dly, Beatrix, na- 
tuzal /Daughter to the King of Portugal; leaving only 
one Daughter his Heir, call d Ankaret. 

To him ſucceeded Sir Fohn Talbot, his Brother; who, 
by the Death of Anlaret, his Niece, came to inherit the 
whole Eſtate. He was firſt ſummon'd to Parliament, in 
the 11th of Henry IV. and in the firſt of Henry V. was 
committed to the Tower, but why, is not faid ; but was 
ſoon releas'd, and made Lord-Lieutenant of Ireland, at 
what time he retain d Fames Butler Earl of Ormond, to 
ſerve him, with his whole Retinue, upon Occaſion. In 
the 5th of Henry V. he ſucceeded that King in the Siege 
of Caen, and the Duke of Exeter at that of Roan. Whilſt 
he was Licutenant in treland, he took Donald Mac Mur- 
Che, a great Rebel, and brought him to the Toner of 
London. In the 5th and 6th of Henry VI. he attended 
Fohn Duke of Bedford, Regent of France, in his Wars 
there; where his Succeſſes . made him terrible to 
the French, he was ſent thither as General of the Army 
and took ſeveral ſtrong Places; whereupon, the French 


march'd againſt him, under the Conduct of the Maid of 


Orleance, and defeated and took him Priſoner, ſo that 
many Places fell off from the Engliſh. Being afterwards 
ranſom d, he rais d new Forces, and went into France, 
where he took Belmont by Aſſault ; and in the 18th of 
Henry VI. with Thomas Earl of Dorſet, defeated the 
French at Orbrune, in Normaiidy, plunder'd the Coun- 
try, and beſieg d Diep, but in vain : In Reward of all 
which Services, he was, the 2cth of Henry VI. created 
Earl of Shrewsbury, and was afterwards ſent as Am baſſa- 
dor, to treat of Peace with France, and again made 
Lieutenant of Feland, Earl of Waterford, and Hereditary 
Steward of that Kingdom; and a few Weeks after, his 
Son Sir John was conſtituted Chancellor of the ſame. 
In the oth of Henry VI. he was Admiral of the Engliſh 
Fleet, and next Lear, Lieutenant of Aquitain, where be 
too 
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took and garriſon d Bordeaux, upon which ſeveral other 
Cities ſubmitted ; but marching to relieve Cbaſtillion, he 
was kill'd by a Cannon-Ball, and his Army routed, F#ly 
the 20th, 1453, his Son John, Viſcount Lie, being 
ſlain alſo with him. 

The firit Wife of this great Earl, was aud, the eldeſt 
of the two Daughters and Co-Heirs of Sir Thomas Ne- 
vil Kt. by Foan his Wife, ſole Daughter and Heireſs to 
William Lord Furnivall; by whom he had Iſſue Thomas, 
who died in his Life-time, in France ; Fohn, who ſuc- 
ceeded him in his Lands and Honours ; and Sir Crifo- 
pher Talbot Kr.

In the ꝗth 
of 5 VIII. he commanded the Van of the Army at 
the Siege of Therrouenne, and was afterwards preſent at 
the Interview between the King, and Francis I. of 
France ; was made Lieutenant-General of the North, 
Conſtable of Radnor and Wigmore-Caſtles, and was one

gathering in the Houſe, paſs'd a Pardon for him under 
the Great-Seal. This ſo alarm'd the Commons, that 
they forthwith addreſs d his Majeſty, ſhewing the Illega- 
lity of the ſame, and repreſenting the dangerous Con- 
ſequence of granting Pardons to any Perſons impeach'd 
by the Commons of England. Whereupon, he lay un- 
der a Neceſſity of withdrawing himſelf, not without 
the King's Conſent, and even his poſitive Commands fo 
to do, Which Steps juſtly heighten'd the Suſpicion of 
the People againſt him, and made many believe him 
guilty of ſome high Crimes; and ſo far aggravated the 
Commons, that they immediately order'd a Bill to be 
brought in, to ſummon him to render himſelf by a cer- 
tain Day, or, in Default, to attaint him. The Lords 
ſent down a Bill, for baniſhing and diſabling him; 
which was ſo far from fulfilling their Reſentment, that 
they rejected it; and paſs d another, to attaint him of

S deſcended of an ancient Family in Dorſeiſbire, who 
have been, for many Ages, poſſeſs d of a large E- 
Nate in that County, as appears upon Record, in 

the 3d of King John; at which Time, Fohn Ruſſel paid 

Fifty Marks to the King, for Licence to marry the Siſter 

of a Great Man, call d Down Bardolfe. This John was 

Conſtable of Corfe-Caftle, in the 5th of Henry III. whoſe 

Grand ſon William, in the 12th of Edu ard I. obtain'd the 
Markets and Fairs for King ffon-Ruſſel in Dorſcyſhive, 

which are ſtill enjoy d by this Family. The fiſt of which 
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advanc'd to the Dignity of Peerage, was 70hn Ruſſel of 
Berwick, near Bridport, Dorſerſhire; who being a Gen- 
tleman of excellent Accompliſhments, and one who had 
travell'd, was ſent by Sir Thomas Trenchard, to enter- 
tain Philip Arch- Duke of Auſtria, who was driven a- 
ſhore at Weymouth. This Prince was ſo taken with 
Mr. Ruſſel, that he deſir'd his Company to the Court at 
Windſor, where he recommended him to Henry VII. 
And his Deportment and Qualifications render'd him 
very Acceptable. He attended that Monarch av the 
Taking of Therrouenne and Toxrnay, being then Gentle- 
man of the Privy-Chamber ; and, for his Services, had 
Lands granted him in Tournay. In Henry VIII's Reign, 
he was Knighted for his Service at Taking Morlets in 
Bretany,. In the 15th of Henry VIII. he was made Mar- 
ſhal of the Marſhal ſea, and employ'd in Negotiations to 
the Emperor Charles V. the French King, Pope, and the 
Duke of Lorrain, He was alſo at the Battle of Pavia, 
where Francis King of France was taken Priſoner ; and 
attended King Henry at the Entertaining that King at 


_ Calais. In the 29th of that Reign, he was made Com-

, His illuſtrious Family, derives its Deſcent from 


a younger Branch of the Gernons, famous in 

Norfolk and Eſſex, ſettled at Cavendiſh in Suffolk 
and from that Seat and Eſtate, were ſoon diſtinguith'd 
by that Surname. 1 de Cavendiſh was conſtituted one 
of the Juſtices of the King's-Bench, 1366, 39 Edw. III. 
and made Chief-Juſtice of the ſame Court, by Clayſ. 
Writ, 15 Fl. 46 Edw. III. 1373. In the next Reign, 
he was continued in that Honourable Office, and had 
the Grant of One hundred Marks per Ann, by Let- 
ters-Patents, 26 Fun. Iſt Richard II. 1378, and had his 
Summons to Parliament, by expreſs Writ, from 46 of 
Edp, III. to 5 Ric. II. when, . the Inſurrection * 


— 
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ſed in Kent, under Sram and Tyler, the Mob was anima- 
ted to riſe in other Parts, and particularly in S»ffolk, a 
Body of Fifty Thouſand made it their Triumph to plun- 
der and murder the Lawyers; and inſulting the Houfe 
of the Lord Chief-]uſtice Cavendiſh, they brought him 
out, and beheaded him, as their Accomplices had done 
to the Lord-Chancellor, Lord-Ireafurer, and other 
Chief Miniſters. 


Of the fame Family, was the glorious Seaman, Cap- 


tain Thomas Cavendiſh, born in . who finiſh'd his 
noble Expedition round the World, in September 1588; 
And making another like Attempt, in 1591, died in 
his Return, and deferv'd a Place among the Engliſh 
Heroes. 

Of this Family was Mr. Cavendiſh, who, in the Reign 
of Queen Mary, wrote the Life and Death of Cardinal 
Wolſey, to whom he had been Gentleman- Uſher ; and 
attended him in all his Glory and Miſery. 

The King himſelf had heard of the Abilities and Fi- 
delity of this Gentleman, and therefore he ſent him 


Word, in the Cardinal's laſt Sickneſs, by one of his 


Privy-Chamber, how the © King's Majeſty bore unto 


„ him his principal Favour, for the Love and diligent 


<« Service that he had perform'd to his Lord; and for 
© which it was the King's Pleaſure, that he ſhould be 
* about him as Chief, in whom his Highneſs would 
<< put a great Confidence and Truſt. As ſoon as he had 
paid his Faſt Reſpects of Burial to the Cardinal, at Lei- 
ce/ter, he haſted to Court, and was immediately call'd in 
by the King; who, after long a Conference, was fo pleas d 
with him, that he concluded, Go hour ways to Sir John 
Gage, our Vice-Chamberlain, to whom we have ſpoken al- 
ready, to admit you to be our Servant in our Chamber ; and 
then go to the Lord of Norfolk, and he ſhall pay you your 
n Hole Year's Wages, and a Reward beſides. To give a more 
laſting Teſtimony of his Gratitude to the Cardinal, he 
drew up a fair Account of his Life and Death, of which 
the oldeſt Copy is in the Hands of the noble Family of 
Pier point, into which the Author's Daughter was mar- 


ried: For, with expreſs Authority, we may . from

Circumſtances, that this very Writer was the 
preſent Family. 
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The ſame Perſon, with the immediate Founder of the 
preſent noble Family, William Cavendiſh of Chatſworth, 
Gm. Derb. Eſq; who being a Man of Learning and Bu- 
ſineſs, was found out and employ d by King Henry VIII. 
and in the 31ſt of his Reign, was made one of the Au- 
ditors of i.e Court of Augmentation ; and diſcharged 
the Truſt with: ſuch Fidelity and Expedition, that the 
King promoted him, Regn. 37, not only to be Trea- 
ſurer of his Chamber, but to be one of his Privy-Coun- 
cil.

This beautiful and diſcreet Woman had, to her firſt 
Huſband, Robert Barley of Barley, Com. Derb. Eſq; whoſe 
large Eſtate ſhe got ſettled on her and her Heirs, ha- 
ving no Iſſue by him. Under theſe good Circumſtances, 
ſhe took a ſecond Huſband, this Sir William Cavendiſh, 
by whom ſhe had a hopeful Number of Sons and Daugh- 
ters. 1. Henry, placed at Tutbury, Com. Suff. dying 
without Iſſue, 12 Octob. 1616. 2. Viilliams, Heir to the 
whole Eſtate, and firſt Earl of Devonſhire.

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After the Death of Sir William Cavendiſh, this wiſe 


Lady rejected many Offers, and then accepted of Sir Wil- 


liam St. Lo, Captain of the Guard to Queen Elizabeth, 
Owner of a great Eſtate, which in Articles of Marriage, 
ſhe took Care ſhould be ſettled on her and her own 
Heirs, in default of Iſſue ; and accordingly, having no 


Child by him, ſhe liv'd to enjoy his whole Eſtate, ex- 


cluding his former Daughters, and Brothers. 
In this third Widowhood, ſhe had not ſurvived her 
Charms of Wit and Beauty, by which ſhe captivated 
the then greateſt Subject of the Realm, Gesrge Farl of 
Shrewsbary, whom ſhe brought to Terms of the greateſt 
Honour and Advantage to herſelf and Children ; for he 
not only yielded to a conſiderable Jointure, but to an 
Union of Families, by taking Mary, her youngeſt 
Daughter, to Wife of Gilbert his Son, and afterwards 
his Heir, and giving the Lady Grace, his youngeſt 
Daughter, to Henry her eldeſt Son.

terwards, to Fohn Lord Burghley, afterwards Earl of 
Exeter, She travell'd with her Husband twice to Rome, 
and attended him at his Death, in his laſt Return, near 


Paris, She died in Fune, 1703. 


_ This Earl of Devonſhire was ſo much a Cavendiſh, in 


the very outward Appearance, that Mr, Hobbs call'd him 
the Image of his Father, being of a comely Shape and 


Aſpect; And therefore he ended a publick Epiſtle to 


him, with this Prayer, That it would pleaſe God to gfe 
him Virtues ſuitable to the fair Dwelling he had prepared for 
them. ' He is ſaid to have been ſeaſon'd with the juſt 
Fincture of all private and publick Virtues, aid to have 


made an early Expreſs of the ſevereſt Loyalty, mixed 


with the nobleſt Reſolution, on that famous Occaſion 
of the Earl of Sirefford's Bill, and many others; being 


then firm to the true Intereſt of his Prince and Country. 
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He follow'd the King in the North, and at York, in 
June, 1642, he was one of thoſe Noble Peers who ſub- 
{crib'd a Declaration, of their bearing Teſtimony of his 
Majeſty's frequent and earneſt Declarations and Profeſ- 
ſions, of his abhorring all Deſigns of making War upon 
his Parliament. When he ſaw a Party in the Iwo 
Houſes too Strong to be ſatisfied, he ſupplied the King 
with Money, attended him in his Parliament at Ox- 
ford, and lent him. his own Brother to take the Field : 
And then he retired beyond the Seas, to wait for Peace 
at home. This Receſs could give him no Repoſe ; he 
was thruſt into the Number of Delinquents ; his great 
Eſtate was ſequeſter'd ; and when by the Mediation of 
of his Friends, an Ordinance was depending for his 
Compoſition, in October, 1645, Order was given for 
his Return by ſuch a Day. We are well inform'd, that 
This noble Lord was fortified againſt all Surprizes 
ec from mean miſchievous Principles, and that in all 
© publick Concerns, he directed his Courſe by the 
2 Rules of Honour and Juſtice ; that nothing could, 
© tempt him to a diſhoneſt Action, nor to preſerve him- 
« ſelf, but together with his Reputation. He choſe 
© Sequeſtration, rather than to prevaricate in the leaſt 
“ Tittle from Chriſtian Fortitude and Nobleneſs, or to 
* change his Propoſitions, according to the Neceſſities 
or Advantages of the Seaſon. Nor would he, at laſt, 
© have been prevail'd with to remove any Part of his 
«© Troubles, or the Sequeſtration from his Eſtate, but 
© by the Importunity, or rather the Commands of his 
Mother; deteſting in itſelf, what in Puty to her he 
© complied with. | 

His Brother, Charles Cavendiſh, was bred to Books and 
Arms, and was in both a Glory of the latter Age. He 
had the Command of a Regiment in the King's Service 
in the Civil Wars; and after many brave and ſignal 
Services, was flain at Gainsborough, Anno 1643. 
This Earl lived in great Plenty and ReſpeR, a true 
Engliſh Peer, honour'd by his Prince, and belov'd by 
the People; becauſe ſteady in the Meaſures of main- 
taining the juſt Prerogatives of the one, and the legal 
Liberties of the other. He was virtuous in his whole 
Life, and prudent in all his Affairs; he improved his 
large Inheritance, an] took care to let it deſcend entire

He would often expreſs an Abhorrence 
of fome of his Principles in Policy and Religion ; and 
both he and his Lady would frequently put off the Men- 
tion of his Name, and ſay, He nt an Humouriſt, and 
that no body could account for him. He died at his Seat at

On the 28th Sept. 1663, 
under the Stile of William Lord Cavendiſh, Son to the 
Earl of Devonſhire, he was created Maſter of Arts in the

dung Gentlemen of the greateſt Hopes; the King, 
wan: and Court, being then in Oxford. Soon after, 
he married a noble, beautiful, and virtuous Lady, Mary 


ſecond Daughter of Fames Duke of Ormond. He ſhew'd 


his Bravery, in Seins Volunteer in the Fleet, and was 
in the midſt of that dangerous Sea-Fight, in Atten- 
dance on the Duke of York, He was in the long Par- 
liament, and in many others, a very faithful and lead- 
ing Member, honouring the King, and repreſenting the 
People; elected to ſerve for the u of Derby all the 
Years he lived a Commoner, without any Intermiſſion. 
In 1677, when his Majeſty was offended with the Com- 
mons, for addreſſing him to make a League offenſive 
and defenſive with the States of Holland, and, for a

removing all Popiſhr Recufants from within ten Miles of 
the City of London; and in a third; for examining into 
the Murder of Sir Edmundbury Godfrey; and other Par- 
ticulars of the Popifſh Plot. And again, for deſiring 
the Lords to join with them, in providing Remedies 
for Preſervation of his Majeſty's Perſon and Govern- 
ment, and the Proteſtant Religion. | 
In another Parliament, meeting Aareh 6, 1678-9, 
this Lord was among the chief Members appointed to 
attend his Majeſty with the Vote, concerning the Ele- 
ction of a new Speaker, March 8; and of the Com- 
mittee, for drawing up a Bill to fecure the King and 
Kingdom againft the Growth and Danger -of Popery, 
April 16, 1679. | b 
The Lord Cavendiſh was in the next Parliament that, 
after ſo many Prorogations, met on 21ſt Octob. 1680; 
and was in the Boſom of the Lord Ruſſel, when he ſtood 
up to declare his Opinion, That the Life of our King, 
© the Safety of our Country, and Proteſtant Religion, 
y 3 and that either 
& the Parliament muſt ſuppreſs the Power and Growth 
© of Popery, or elſe Popery would ſoon deſtroy all 
ec that was near and dear to us; and therefore moved 
c that, in the firſt place, they might take into Con- 
cc ſideration, how to ſuppreſs n and prevent 
4 a Popiſh Succeſſor. And the Bill for ſecuring the 
Proteſtant Religion, by diſabling James Duke of York, 
was, on Nov. 15, carried up to the Houſe of Lords, by 
William Lord Ruſſel, the only Honour for which he 
ſeemed to be envied by this noble Friend; who ſoon 
after obtain'd a like Honour, of carrying up the Articles 
of Impeachment to the Lords, againſt Sir Willans 
Scroggs, Kt. Chief-Juſtice of the Court of King's-Benoh, 
for 5 arbitrary and illegal Practices. In the Trial of 
my Lord Ruſſel, when it was almoſt as criminal to be a 
Witneſs for, as to have been an Accomplice with him; 
this brave Lord dared to appear, with the Earl of An- 
gleſey, Mr. Howard, Dr. Tillotſon, Dr. Burnet, &c. and 
to vindicate him in the Face of the Court, giving his 
Teſtimony to the good Life and Converſation of the 
Priſoner, ſaying, He had the Honour to be acquainted 
* with my Lord Ruſſel a long time, and always —_—_ 
| im 
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& him a Man of great Honour, and too prudent and 
cc wary, to be concern'd in fo vile and deſperate 
& a Deſign as this, and from which he would receive 
& fo little Advantage; And that two or three Days 
& fince the Diſcovery of this Plot, upon diſcourſe a- 
cc bout Colonel Rumſey, my Lord Ruſſel did expreſs 
ce ſomething, as if he had a very ill Opinion of the 
& Man, and therefore it was not likely he would en- 
c truſt him with ſuch a Secret. 
By the Death of the old Earl, at the latter end of 
King Charles II. my Lord Cavendiſh ſucceeded his Fa- 
ther, and in the Reign of King James, he was the ſame 
Man, in greater Honour, and in greater Concern for 
his Country. After the Buſineſs of Colonel Culpepper, 
he kept himſelf retir'd at Chatſworth, and agreeably ſpent 
His Time in rebuilding part of that ſtately Manſion, 
As ſoon as he heard of the Prince of Oranges Landing 
in the Weff, he began to move, and reſolv'd to run the 
utmoſt Hazards for the publick Safety. He march'd 
firſt with a ſmall Retinue to the County-Town of Derby, 
and invited many of the Gentry, and entertain'd thoſe 
who adventur'd to come at his open Table, with Free- 
dom of Diſcourſe. From hence his Lordſhip march'd 
to Nottingham, where the People were well affected; 
and the Nobility and Gentry ſoon made a Number and 
Figure, very conſiderable. The Earl, at the Head of 
them, thought fit to unite them in a Declaration of 
their Senſe and Reſolution ; which was, accordingly, 
made, and unanimouſly ſubſcrib d. While her Royal 
Highneſs the Princeſs Anne was under a Neceſlity of 
roviding for the Security of her own Perſon, ſhe went 
rom London, with the Lord Biſhop, the Earl of Dorſet, 
and a ſmall Train of Ladies, on Sunday-Night, Nov. 25. 
In her Journey, a Rumour was induſtriouſly ſpread, 
That a Party of the Enemies would intercept her ; up- 
on which, the Earl march'd out with a good Body of 
Horſe, and, at ſome Miles diſtance from the Town, met 
her Royal Highneſs with great Reſpect and Joy, and 
conducted her to the Cattle, (from whence the noble 
Owner had withdrawn) and kept Tables at his own 
Expence, and provided all the other Accommodations 


of a Court, and a ſtanding Council.

The Princeſs being extremely fatisfy'd with her Re- 
ception, propos d to go toward Oxford, to be nearer to 
bis Royal Highneſs Prince George, who had honourably 
join d himſelf to the Prince of Orange, with the Lord 
Churchill, the Dukes of Ormond and Grafton, &c. Upon 
this Motion, the Earl of Devonſhire and his noble Train 
were a Guard to her Royal Highneſs, (the future Hopes 
of Great- Britain and Ireland) and by eaſy and moſt con- 
venient Stages, conducted her ſafe to Oxford, where 
ſhe was ſoon after met by her moſt affectionate Conſort, 
the Prince, 

When the Earl of Devonſhire had deliver'd up his 
Truſt at Chriſt-Church, he was ſolicitous to do more, 
that the glorious Work might be finiſh'd, and the 
Bleſſin 5 it remain to Poſterity: So with a 2 
vate Friend or two, he haſted early next Day to Lon- 
don; and hearing the Prince of Orange was come as far 
Sion-Houſe, he reſolv'd to meet him the next Morni 
and came thither to the Prince, as he was taking Coach, 
and was receiv'd by him with all the Marks of Affection 
and Eſteem. | 

He was among the Lords Spiritual and Temporal af- 
ſembled in their Houſe at Heſtminſter, December 25. and 
was forward and leading in the Addreſs to the Prince, 
to take upon him the Adminiſtration, till the Meetin 
of a Convention, then ſummon d. At the Opening o 
that Convention, Januar) 22, he was one of the firſt 
Peers in the Order, for © a Day of Publick Thankſgi- 
eving to Almighty God, for his having made his High- 
© neſs the Prince of Orange the glorious Inſtrument of 
<< the great Deliverance of this Kingdom from Popery 
© and Albitrary Power. And again, in the Addreſs of 
Lords and Commons, To defire the Prince to con- 
cc tinue in the Adminiſtration of Publick Affairs, Civil 
« and Military, and the Diſpoſal of the Publick Re- 
ce venue, for the Preſervation of our Religion, Rights, 
© Laws, Liberties, and Properties. | 

In the following Debates, he was for completing and 
ſecuring the . 1 Revolution. He argued boldly 
for the Senſe of the Commons of England, ©* That King 
„ FJames had not only endeavour d to ſubvert the Cor:- 
© {litution of the Kingdom, by breaking the original 
Contract between King and People; but n 
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ce jated the fundamental Laws, and withdrawn himſelf 
“ out of the Kingdom, had ABDICATED the Go- 
& yernment, and the THRONE was thereby VA- 
«CANT. When a Majority of Lords were, at firſt, 
againſt this Vote, he entred his Proteſtation, with a- 
bout Forty other Peers; and after a free Conference, he 
encourag d the leading Commons, and helped to con- 
vince ſome Lords, how reaſonable it was to agree with 
them. When this Point was, at laſt, sR he had 
the Pleaſure to ſee a greater Majority with him, in the 
final Reſolution, ** That the Prince and Princeſs of 
&« Orange ſhould be declared King and Queen of En- 
& gland, c. He was Zealous in the Declaration of 
the Lords and Commons, for vindicating their ancient 
Rights and iberties ; and diftinguiſh'd himſelf in every 
Vote to fix the Throne, and even prevent a Relapſe in- 
to Slavery. It was a ſignal Mercy of Providence, to 
inſpirit thoſe noble Patriots with a firm Reſolution of

For theſe eminent. and faithful Services, he was ad- 
mitted one of the Privy- Council, Febraary 143 and for 
a nearer Relation to the Court, he was made Lord- 
Steward of their Majeſties Houſhold. On MP. Þ 1689, 
baving been, with Frederick Mareſchal de Schomberg, 
elected a Knight-Companion of the moſt Noble Order 


of the Garter, and firſt Knighted by the Sovereign, he

Upon Her Majeſty's happy Acceſſion to the Threne 
he was continued in his high Office, and other Statiorts 
and ſerved the Queen with a grateful Reverence to the 
Memory of the King.

John, 
the preſent Duke of Marlborough. He came firit to 
Court by the Favour of the Duke of York ; and diſtin- 
guiſhing himſelf by a moſt genteel Air, and obliging 
Deportment, ſet off with the Advantage of a promiſing 
Genius, and an agreeable and attractive Perſon ; it ſoon 
_ him the Regard of the King, and thoſe- about 

im. 

The Family he deſcended from, could be no Impedi- 
ment to his future Glories, which Fortune ſeem d to 
open a Way to; being, Son to Sir Minſtan Churchil, of 
Wooten-Baſſet, in Com. Wilts, b. his Wife, 
Daughter of Sir William Drake, of the County of De- 
von, Baronet. | 

Which faid Family of Chxrchil, had been anciently 
ſeated at Minthorne, in the ſame County - and eminent 
for its Loyalty and many Services render'd to the 
Crown; but much more now, in yielding a Perſon fa 
eminently Serviceable to the whole Kingdom ; who has 


made the Name and Family he ſprung from, famous to 


all Poſterity. 

His firſt Step to Advancement in martial Affairs, was 
the Honour of a Colours in the Royal Foot- Guards, 
which was procur'd for him by the Duke of Tork, while 
a Youth, rather to humour his forward Inclination that 
way, than any Advantage to be made by it. He ſoon 


after went over to Fance with the Duke of Menmouth, 
I 4. who 
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who gave him a Company in his own e and 
ferv'd at the Siege of Maeſtricht, then under the Dire- 
ction of the French King in Perſon. 

Upon his Return to England, by a particular Chara- 
Qer of his Bravery and Conduct from the Duke of 
Monmouth, he was made Lieutenant-Colonel to Sir 
Charles Littleton, and Gentleman of the Bed-Chamber, 
and Maſter of the Robes to the Duke of Tor? Nor 
long after which, King Charles created him Baron of 
Aymmth in Scotland. 

King Fames now aſcending the Throne, he way im- 
mediately made Gentleman of the Bed-Chamberx, and 
Captain of a Troop of his Life-Guard. Alſo, in the 
firſt Year of his Reign, Ano 1685, May 14, he creatc,! 
him a Baron of this Realm, by the Title of Lord Chyrchi/ 
of Sandridge, in the County of Hertford. 

But all theſe Honours, and others he might expect, 
were not ſufficient to bring him into the Intereſt of King 
James's Counrt-Party, againſt the DiQates of Honour 
and Conſcience ; wherefore, all being ready for the hap- 
py Revolution that ſoon follow'd, he, with the Duke of 
Grafton, and many other of the Proteſtant Nobility, 
left the King, and went over to the Prince of Orange, 
then at 8 

King William was no ſooner on the Throne, (together 
with his Royal Conſort) but he was made Gentleman of 
the King's Bed. Chamber: Alſo, the gth of April, in the 
firſt Year of his Reign, (Ann 1689) created Earl of 
Marlborough. 

Ihe fame Year, he commanded the Engliſh Forces in 
Flanders, and was preſent with Pr. Walded, at the Shock 
at Walcourt And, Anno 1690, was ſent General of the 


Forces to reduce Cork and Kinſale ; which Service he 


perform d with great Diſpatch and Conduct. 

Ihe next Vear, he made the Campagne under King 
William in Flanders, was conſtituted Governor to the 
Duke of Gloucefter, ſworn of his Majeſty's Privy-Coun- 
cil, and made one of the Lords Juſtices z which he 
ſerv'd three times ſucceſſively, in the King's Abſence, 
who, at length, (Anno 1701) appointed him General of 
the Foot, and Commander in Chief of the Engliſb For- 
ces in Holland, alſo Ambaſſador-Extraordinary, and Ple- 
mpotentiary for the Negotiations at the Hague. 
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In the firſt of Queen Anne, he was conſtituted Cap- 
tain-General of Her Majeſty's Land- Forces, both at 
Home and Abroad, elected Knight of the Garter, and 
diſpatch d with the Character of Her Majeſty's Ambaſ- 
111 and Plenipotentiary to the States of 

Anno 1702, he commanded the Army in Flandert, 
took Venlo, Ruremond, Stevenſwaert, Liege, &c. and on 
his Return to England, was made Marquis of Blandford, 
and Duke of Marlborongh. 

In the Year 1704, he march'd to the Danube, routed 
the French and Bavarian Forces at Schellenbergh, and af- 
terwards gave them a total Defeat at Hochſtet; was made 
2 Prince of the Sacred Roman Empire ; and on his Re- 
turn to England, had the Honour and Mannour of Hbod- 
Fock, and * of Wooton, voted to him and his 
Heirs ; and next Year ſettled by Act of Parliament. 

In the Year 1705, he marchd to the Moſelle, re- 
turn'd to the Netherlands, rais d the Siege of Liege and 
forc'd the French Lines: At the end of whi 
pagne, he made a Tour to Vienna, where the Emperor 
made him a Grant of the Lordſhip of Mindelheim, in 
Suabia, formerly poſſeſs d by Duke Maximilian, Un- 
cle to the preſent Duke of Bavaria; from which time, 
he was diſtinguiſh'd throughout the Empire, by the Style 
and Title of Prince of /Mildenheim : And was after- 
wards inveſted therein, and admitted, by his Plenipo- 
tentiary Mr. Stepney, to fit and vote in the College of 
Princes. | | 
In the Year 1706, he gave an entire Defeat to the 


French and Bavarian Forces at Ramilleis, and gain d the 


whole Country of Brabant to the Allies. | 
In the Year 1708, he (with Prince Eugene of Savoy ) 
defeated the French and Spaniſh Army at Audenarde, cas

| H E firſt of this Branch of the ancient and illu- 
ſtrious Family of Dowglaſs, was Sir William 
Dowglaſs, Son of James Earl of Dowglaſs, Lord 
Liddeſdale and Drumlangrig, who obtain'd a Charter of 


his Father, of the Barony of Drumlangrig, with many 


and ample Privileges ; which Charter was ratified by 
another, dated the 5th December, 1389; and afterwards, 
Anno 1407, he obtain'd another Charter of the Baronies 
of Hawick and Selkris. | 

This Sir William Dowglaſs made a conſiderable Figure 
in the Wars between the Scots and Enghifh, that broke 
out at that time, and with Gavine Dumbar, Earl of 
March, retook the Town and Caſtle of Roxbargh, that 
had been taken by the Engliſh ſome time before. 

The War ending in a Truce, he and the Lord Clif- 
ford were the chief Challengers at a ſolemn Tourna- 
ment, held by the Earl of Weſtmorland, at Carliſle, But 
Sir William Dugdale, who relates the Story, is not parti- 
cular as to the Event.

Shrewsbury, Anno 1403 ; and, Anno 1412, by a Charter 
dated at Goydean, the 1ſt of November, all written fair 
out in K. Fames I's own Hand, who was then a Priſo- 
ner in England, he obtain d a Confirmation of the Ba- 
ronies of Drumlangrig, Harict, and Selkirk ; in . 5 
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Charter he is deſign d our Truſty and Well beloved Cour 
fin, Sir William Dowglaſs of Drumlangrig. 

All our Hiſtorians agree, that he was kill d.in Fance, 
in the Wars againſt the Engliſh, and probably, Anno 
1427, at the famous Battle of Agincourt ; for, in that 
Year, his Son took Poſſeſſion of rhe Eftate, as Heir to 
his Father. He married Elizabeth Stewart, Daughter of 
Sir. Robert Stewart-of Durraſdecr; by whom he had Iſſue 
Sir William Dowglaſs, the ſecond Baron, alias, Lord of 
the Mannour, with Power of Juſticiary of Drumlangrig, 
Hwvick, and Selkrig, who livd in the Reigns of Kin 
James I. and II. and being, like his Father, a Man o 
martial Spirit, ſignaliz d himſelf in moſt of the Actions 
between the Engliſh and Scots, and particularly, at the 
Battle of Sar, near Soloway, where the Scots obtain d a 


remarkable Victory under his Couſin Hugh Donglaſc, 


Earl of Or mond. He married Fanet Maxwell, Daughter 
of Sir John Maxwell of Carlavereck, Anceſtor of the pre- 
ſent Earl of Nithſdale. 

By her he had Sir William Dowglaſs, the third Baron 
of Drumlangrig, who took Poſſeſſion of the Eſtate, as 
Heir to his Father, Anno 1458; and tho' he out-livd 
his Father but five or fix Years, yet he gave fignal 
Proofs of his Valour in many Actions, and particularly 
at the Siege of Roxburgh, Anno 1460, where King 
James II. was kill'd ; and that other famous Action at 
Alanwick, Anno 1462, under the Command of the Earl 
of Angus, his Couſin, where the French Garriſon was 
reliev d by a Handful of Scots, in the Face of a nume- 
rous Engliſb Army. He died, Anno 1464, in the 4th 
Year of King James III. leaving by his Wife Margaret 
Grlile, Daughter of Roger Carlile, of Torthormald, 

Sir William Dowglaſs, the fourth Baron of Drumlan-

Io this Sir William ſucceeded his Son Sir James, the 
ſeventh Baron of N born Anno 1498. He 
flouriſhed in the Reigns of King James V. Queen Mary, 
and King Fames VI. In the Lear 1526, he, with the 
Earl of Lenox, and other Lords, ape. to deliver 
King Fames V. in his Minority, out of the Hands of 
ſeveral of the opal clay whom he was then kept in 
no better Condition, than that of a Captive. But this 
enerous Deſign proving unſucceſsful, he was forced to 
115 out a Pardon, for what was one of the moſt folemn 
Acts of Duty. This was not all; for he was accus d of 
Treaſon by his own Son-in-Law, Chartres of Afimsfield. 
And there being no Witneſs brought to prove the Crime, 
it was permitted to be decided by ſingle Combat, which 
was perform d with the greateſt Bravery on both Sides. 
Afterwards, he continud in great Favour. with Queen 
Mary; and among other Offices which he held, he was, 
Anno 1553, made, by her, Warden of the Eaſt- Marche, 
with a ol Power of Juſticiary. This Truſt, he manag' 
with great Wiſdom and Courage; and ſome little time 
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before his Death, which was in the Year 1 78, in che 
Soth Year of his Age, he got an ample Exonoration 
for his Tranſactions in that and his other Employmentz,

William Dowglaſs of Killhead ; zd, Archibald Dowglaſs of 
Dorneck ; 4th, Robert, who died without Iſſue; 5th, 
Margaret, married to Fames Fohnſtoune Earl of Hartfeild, 
Grandfather of the preſent William Marquis of Annan- 
dale; and, 6th, Fanet, married to Thomas Macllellan 
Lord Kirkadbright ; by whom he had no Iſſue.

Nor was he leſs regarded by his Son King Charles ; for 
by two diſtin& Patents, dated at Whitehall, April the 1ſt, 
1628, he was by the firſt created Lord Donglaſs of Ha- 
pick and Tibbers, and by the ſecond Viſcount of Drum- 
langrig, Lord Dowglaſs of Hawick and Tibbers, And for 
a 22 Mark of his Royal Favour, King Charles being 
then in Scotland, by a Patent dated at Seon, Fune 13, 
Anno 1633, he created him Earl of Queceniberiy, Vil:

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Work of the preſent Duke of Queentberry, yield to 


none in the Northern Parts of Britain, for Magnificence 
and Extent. In fine, he was, in all Capacities of Life, 
one of the greateſt Men of the Age, and died with the 
Temper and Reſolution that became a great Man, and a 
good Chriſtian, at Edinburgh, March 28th, 1695, aged 
3 Years, and was buried with a moſt folemn Funeral 
omp, at Durriſdicr, where there is a ſtately Monument 
erected 1 _ Duke of Queencherry, his $ 
- Fames, the preſent e of Queentherry, his Son, was 
born at the Caſtle of Sanquhar, — whe 8, 166 2. Af⸗ 
ter his Education at the Univerſity of Glaſgow, he went 


to travel, in the Year 1680; and upon his Return, 


Anno 1684, was made, by King Charles II. one of the 
Lords of the Privy-Council of Scotland, and Lieutenant-

late Viſcount of Dundee. He continu'd in theſe Poſts 
till the Year 1688, about which time he quitted them, 
being ill uſed by the Court, and his Principles diſagree- 
ing with their Meaſures.

dom ; and he was at the ſame time made one of the Lords 
of the Privy-Council and Exchequer in Scotland, and one 
of the Gentlemen of his Majeſty's Bed-Chamber.

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In the Year 1690, King William ſent him to Sotland, 
to command a ſeparate Body of Troops, under Lieute- 
nant-General Mackay ; and, Anno 1692, he was made 
one of the Lords of the Theſayry of Sordand. An. 1693, 
he had a Patent to fit and vote in the Parliament of 
Sotland, as Lord High-Thefaurer. All Officers of State, 
tho neither Peers, nor elected as Commons, having by 
the Conſtitution there, a Place in Parliament ; and the 
Crown a Right, when any one of the Offices was in 
Commiſſion, to appoint one ſingle Perſon to repreſent 
in Parliament the ſaid Office. 

His Father dying in 1695, he laid aſide all Thoughts 
of Military Employments, quitted the Command of the 
Guards, and was, thereupon, by the fame King William, 
made Lord Privy-Seal of Scotland, and one of the Ex- 
traordinary Lords of the Seſſion. 

Anno 1700, his Majeſty was pleas'd to add to his 
other Employments, that of Lord High-Commiſſioner, 
to repreſent his Royal Perſon in the Parliament of Sot- 
land; where he held two Seſſions, by virtue of two di- 
ſtint Patents, and was, upon his Return to Court, ele- 
Qed Knight of the moſt noble Order of the Garter, at a 
Chapter held at Kenſington, Fune 14th, 1701, and in- 
ſtall d at Windſor the 1cth of Ful following. 

Upon Her preſent Majeſty's happy Acceſſion to the 
Crown, he was made Secretary of State for Scotland ; 
and in June 1702, made Lord High-Commiſhoner for 
that Kingdom, this being the third time he had born 
that high Character. | 

In the Year 1703, he was made a fourth time Lord 
High-Commiſſioner of Hotland, to a Parliament then 
new-call'd, which he open d with the uſual Ceremonies, 
with the higheſt Magnificence : And the next Year, 
upon the Change of ſome Meaſures at Court, he was 
remov d from all his publick Employments, except that 
of one of the Extraordinary Lords of the Seſſion, which 
was for Life. 

In the Year 1705, he was again made Lord Privy- 
Seal, and one of the Lords of the Treaſury of Scotland ; 
and alfo, reſtor d to his Place in the Privy-Council and 
Exchequer there ; And in November, the fame Year, 1 
Her Majeſty was pleas'd to direct a Commiſſion to him, = 
then being at Edinburgh, to Wer Her Royal Perſon, = 
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as Sovereign of the moſt noble and moſt ancient Order 
of N oth by virtue whereof, he did, with the So- 
lemnity uſual on ſuch Occaſions, inveſt William the pre- 
ſent Marquis of Lothian, with the ſaid moſt noble and 
ancient Order, | | 

In the Year following, he was, for the fifth time, 
conſtituted Lord High- Commiſſioner of Scotland, being 
the laſt Seſſion of the Parliament of that Kingdom, in 
which, with the greateſt Difhculty, he obtain'd the U- 
nion between the two Kingdoms to be enacted and 
ratified, 

In 7 ne, 1708, Her Majeſty having ſome time before 
made him one of Her Privy-Council of Great-Britain, 
and granted him a Penſion of 30co I. per Annum out of 
the Foſt-Office, was pleas'd, for his many fignal Services, 
to create him likewiſe a Peer of Great-Þritain, (the firſt 
that was made) by the Title of Duke of Dover, Marquis 
of Beverly, and Baron of Rippon, and that in Addition 
to his former Titles of Honour: And in February fol- 
lowing, She conſtituted him one of the three Principal 
Secretaries of State of Great- Britain. 

He married, December 1ſt, 1685, Mary Boyle, ſecond 
Daughter of Charles Lord Clifford, eldeſt Son of Kichard 
Earl of Burlington and Cork, by Fane Seymour, Daugh- 
ter of William Duke of ph who died at Bn 
Oct. 2. 1709, after a long Sickneſs, univerſally lamented. 
A Lady, who, for Conſtancy of Mind, Evenneſs of Tem- 
per, Solidity of Judgment, and an unaffected Piety, left a 
thining Character, as well as Example, to Poſterity ; and 
whoſe Conduct as a Wife, a Mother, a Miſtreſs, and in 
all other Conditions of Life, render'd her Loſs a laſting 
Grief to her Relations. He had by her four Sons, 
and five Daughters: The eldeſt Son, William, was born

CN Ince Dygdale makes no Merition of this noble Fa- 
mily before the Reign of King Richard I. 1 ſhall 
therefore here interpoſe a Brief Account of its 
Original. Which Francis de Belleforot, of Co- 
minges, in France, (one of very great Eminence and

The ſaid Fohn by her had Iflue 
Sir Arnald de C ey, Kt. Lord of Waltcy-Eton, Stoke, and 
Rot herfeld, who took to Wife Foanna de Pontdelarche, 
and died 10 HH Auſi, leaving Iſſue by her, whoſe Hi- 
ſtory may be ſeen in my Author. 

Other induſtrious Genealogiſts, of our own Nation, 
not without probable Reaſons, conceive one Hſcyid, 
the King's Miniſter, which is the fame as Thane, (4 
Name, or Title, of great Diſtinction, equivalent to Pa- 
ron) to be the Progenitor of this Thuflrious Houſe of 
De Grey. Which Uſlſcitel, or Uſſkitel, was one of the 
many Witneſſes to King Erhelred, of the Weſt-Saxon; 
Charter, confirming the Foundation of the Monaſtery 
of Eynſham, in Oxfordſhire, dated that Year ; built a 
little before, and endow d by Ethelmare, Earl of Devon. 

The next, in order of Succeſſion, (if not his Son) to 
be taken Notice of, is Anſchetil, or Auſcitil de Grai, 
(for he's recorded by both thoſe Names in Domeſday- 
Book) who held three Virgates of Land in C:ſfretone, of 
the Fee of Odo, Biſhop of Baienx : Five Hides and ſe- 


ven Carrucates, in Redrefeld : Two Hides, in Bartone :

As likewiſe, one Mannour in Tolingham; with other

"Tis very difficult, poſitively to determine, whether 
Ulfcitel was Father to Anſchetil; yet in regard the Man. 
nours of Curmrell and Roc herſeld continu'd in the eldeſt

But how long he lived afterwards, I can't ſay; nor whe- 
ther Mabilia de Grai was his Widow, who had her 
Dower in Rotherſcld, as alſo in Dernſord and Burton, 
17 Rich. I. as by the Pipe-Rolls of that Year (in feveral 
Places of the Accounts of William de Sobington, Sheriff 
of Oxſordſhire) manifeſtly appears. 
This Richard left Iſſue (beides the before-remember'd Anſchetil 
Monk) Anſchetil de Grei, and William de Grey; both of 
them Witneſſes, among others, to the Charter of Robert 
de Otei, whereby he confizm'd half a Hide of Land, in 
Eſton, given by Roger D'Oyy, to the Church of St. 
Mary of Emneham, in the former Part of the Reign of 
King Henry II. But more of this Anſchetil J have not 
diſcover'd, ſaving that (jointly with his Son and Heir 
John) he was likewiſe a Benefactor to the ſaid Mona- 
ſtery of Eynſham, by the Gift of his Meadow, call'd 
Langenhurſt, in Hanlale, and yd. fordhurft, releaſing 
thereto for ever, the Paſture of Somerford, in Difours 
between him and the Abbot.

Walter de Grey, 
Biſhop of Worceſter, another of her Sons, being one of 
the Witneſſes) this John de Grey left Iſſue, as all Anti- 
quaries agree, Robert, and Walter, before-mention'd ; as 
alſo, another Son Henry de Grey; and two Daughters, 
viz.

Having thus, as far as the Nature of this Work allows 
me, accounted for the Poſterity of Robert de Grey, the 


eldeſt Son of John; I am now, in the next Place, to 


relate the Hiſtory of Henry de Grey, his youngeſt Son; 
to whom King Richard I. in the 6th Year of his Reign, 
gave the Mannour of Twrrock, in Eſſex ; which ſaid 
rant King Fohn confirm'd. Which Henry, in the 
firſt of Henry III. had alſo a. Grant of the Mannour 
of Grimſton, in Cm. Notting. for his Support in the 
King's Service; and having married {o/da, Niece 92 
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Co-Heir of Robert Bardolf, (part of whoſe Poſſeſſions 
he enjoy'd by the King's Gift) he ſhar d the Inheritance 
of all his Lands: By which Jſolda he had fix Sons, of 
which Richard, the elder, had his chief Scat at Codwovre, 
in Om. Derby, whoſe Deſcendents were afterwards ſtyl'd 
Greys of Codnovre. Fohn, the ſecond Son of Henry, 
was ſome time Juſtice of Hefter, and Progenitor of the 
Lord Grey of Wilton and Ruthyn. Touching farther the 
Greys of Codnovre, in a Space of Years, from the Begin- 
ning of Richard I. to the 11th of Henry VII. by many 
advantageous and honourable Marriages, and their great 
and ſignal Services done to the Crown, both in the 
Wars, and (otherwiſe, they became poſſeſs d of divers 
Mannours and Inheritances, but terminated in Henry de 
Grey, who died in the 11th of Henny VII. without any 

lawful Iſſue ; leaving part of his Lands to his two na- 
tural Sons, Richard, and Henry ; the reſt deſcended to 

his Aunt and Heireſs, Elizabeth, Wife of Sir ohn 

Zonch, Kt. a younger Son to IVi//iam Lord Zonch of 
Haringworth. | 

The chief Branch remaining then, were the Deſcen- 

dents of Fohn the ſecond Son of the firſt Henry de Grey, 

who, as I have obſery'd before, was the Progenitor of 
the Lords Grey of Wilton, and of Kuthyn; the firſt of 
which flouriſh d till the Reign of King Fames I. in

hich Richard Bartue was the Son of Thomas Bartue, 
of Bareſted, in Kent, Captain of Hurß-Caſtle in the //le 
of Might, and had his Education firſt in Corpus Chriſti 
College, Oxon ; of which Houſe he was a Fellow : And 
afterwards under Thomas Wriotheſeley Earl of Southampton, 
ſome time Lord- Chancellor of England ; being a Per- 
ſon ſingularly accompliſh'd, as may he ſeen by his Abi- 
lities in the French, Italian, and Latin Tongues.

rons. After which, in the 2d Year of the Reign of King 
Charles I. he was advanc'd to the Dignity of Earl of 
Lindſey ; and, four Years after, elected Knight of the 
Garter ; and the next Year, made Confiable of England, 
tor the Tryal of the Lord Rea, and David Ramſiy, in 
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the Court Military; which Patent was revok'd. Alſo, 
in the 11th of Charles I. conſtituted Lord High-Admiral 
of England; made General of all the King's Forces, at 
the breaking out of the unhappy Troubles; and re- 
ceivd his Deaths Wound in his Majeſty's Service, at 
the Battle of Edge-Hill; whoſe Character, given by my 
Lord Clarendon 4 cannot here omit. He was (ſays he) 
© a Man of great Honour, and ſpent the Youth and 
© Vigour of his Age in Military Actions and Com- 
© mands abroad ; and albeit, he indulg'd himſelf to 
© great Liberties of Life, yet he ſtill preſerv'd a good 
© Reputation with all Men, and a very great Intereſt 
© in his Country, as appears by the Supplies he and his 
© Son brought to the King's Army, the Companies of 
© his own Regiment of Foot being commanded by the 
c principal Knights and Gentlemen of Lincolnſhire, who 
engage d themſelves in the Service, . out of 
c their perſonal Affection to him. He was of a very 
£ generous Nature, and punctual in what he undertook, 
and in exacting what was due to him; which made him 
c bear that Reſtriction ſo heavily, which was put upon 
© him by the Commiſſion granted to Prince Rupert, 
© and by the King's preferring the Prince's Opinion 
c in all Matters relating to the War, before his. Nor 
© did he conceal his Reſentment ; for, the Day before 
© the Battle, he faid to ſome Friends, with whom he 
© had us d Freedom, That he did not look upon himſelf as 
© General, and therefore he was reſold, = the Day of 
© Battle fhould come, that he would be at the Head of his 
© own Regiment, as a private Colonel, where he would die. 
© He was carry d out of the Field to the next Village, 
© (and if he conld then have procur'd Surgeons, it was 
© thought his Wound would not bave provd mortal) 
© and as ſoon as the other Army was composd, by the 
© coming on of the Night, the Earl of Eſſex, about 
© Midnight, ſent Sir William Balſour, and ſome other 
© Officers, to ſee him; and went himſelf to have viſt- 
© ted him. They found him upon a little Straw, in a 
© poor Houſe, where they had laid him. He ſaid, he 
© was ſorry to ſee ſo many Gentlemen (ſome whereof were 
© his old Friends) engag'd in ſo foul a Rebellion ; niſhing 
© them to tell the Earl of Eſſex, that he ou ht to throw him- 
« ſelf at the King's Feet, t beg his Pardon; which if he

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lid not ſpeedily do, his Memory would be odions. to the 
© Nation : And continu'd this kind of Diſcourſe, with 

© ſuch Vehemence, that the Officers, by degrees, withdrew 
© themſelves, and prevented the Viſit the Earl of Eſſex 
© jntended him, who only ſent him the beſt Surgeons; 

© But in the very opening of his Wounds, he died be- 
© forethe Morning, only upon the loſs of Blood. He 
had very many Friends, and very few Enemies, and died 

enerally lamented ; leaving Iſſue, by Elixabeth his

The Firſt, by his Wife Alice, Daughter of 
Sir Fohn Spencer, Knight, leaving only three Daughters, 
Anne, married to Grey Bruges, Lord Chandois ; Frances, 
to Sir Fohn Egerton, Knight 3 and Elizabeth, to Henry, 
Lord Haſtings, afterwards Earl of Huntington. Fs 

William, his only ſurviving Brother, ſucceeded in the william. 
Honours; who was afterwards made Knight of the-Gar- | 
ter, and married Elizabeth, eldeſt Daughter of Edward, 
Earl of Oxford, by whom he had Iſſue, two Sons, James, 
and Sir Robert Stanley; and Three Daughters, Elizabeth, 
who died young, Anne, married firſt to Sir Henry Port- 
man, Knight; afterwards to Sir Robert Carr, Knight, 
Earl of Ancrum, in Scotland; and another Elizabeth, 
who died young. 

A Diſpute aroſe between this William, and the Heirs- 
Female, touching the Title to the Iſle of Man; fo that 
he was fain to purchaſe their ſeveral Claims ; which- 
Agreement, together with the King's freſh Grant, was.

To whom ſucceeded James, his Son and Heir, a james. 
Perſon highly accompliſh'd with Learning, Prudence, 
Loyalty and true Valour, whereothe gave ſignal Proofs 
in the late Civil Wars, on ſeveral Occaſions; eſpecial- 
y in that memorable Encounter in H7gan-Lane ; where 
with 600 Horſe, he maintain'd himſcif againſt 3000 
Horſe and Foot, commanded by Colonel Lilburn; in 
which Action, he receiv'd ſeven Shot on his Breaſt- 
Plate, thirteen Cuts on his Bever, and five or ſix 

| Wounds on his Arms and Shoulders; and having two 
Horſes kill'd under him. Notwithſtanding which, he. 
made his Way to King Charles, at Worceſter ; whence, 
upon the Lofs of the Day there, he fled with him into. 
Staffordſhire, where leaving him ſecure, and ſhifting. 
for himſelf, he had the Misfortune to be taken in 
Cheſhire, by one Col. Edge, who had him try'd by a. 
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Court-Martial, which voted him Guilty of the Breach 
of an Act of 12. of Auguſt, viz. an Att for prohibiting all 
Correſpondence with Charles Stuart or his Party. Accord- 
ingly he was ſentenc'd to Death, and ſuffer'd at Bolton, 
in Lancſhi.e; after which, his Lady, who had for- 
merly defended herſelf with ſo much Courage in Ia. 
tham-Houſe, during four Months Siege, was, by the 
Treachery of one of her former Servants, betray'd to 
the Inhabitants of the Ie of Man, who ſeix'd her, and 
her Children, and kept them Priſoners till the King 
was reſtor d. By this Lady, (who was Daughter to the 
Duke de Tremouille, and the Lady Charlotte his Wife, 
Daughter to the Renown'd Count MHilliam of Naſſau, 
Prince of Orange,) he had three Sons, Charles, who 
ſucceeded him, Edward and William, who both died 
unmarried ; alſo Three Daughters, the Lady Mary, 
married to Milliam Earl of Strafford; the Lady 
Catherine, to Henry Marquis of Dorcheſter ; and Lady 
Amilia, to · John Earl of Athol, in the Kingdom of 
Scotland. 

Which Charles, his Succeſſor, married Dorothy-Hele 
na Rupa, Daughter of Baron Rupa in Germany, by 
whom he had Iſſue, Four Sons and Two Daughters, 
viz. William-Richard-George, who ſucceeded him, 2d, 
Robert, who died young; zd, James, the preſent Earl, 
and Charles, fourth Son, ſtill living. Lady Charlotte, 
eldeſt Daughter, married to Thomas Savage, Vil- 
count Colcheſter, eldeſt Son to Thomas, late Earl Ri- 
vers, (a) who died in the Life-time of his Father, 
without IfſJue-Male ; and Lady Mary, who died un- 
married. _ + 

The aforeſaid Milliam-Richard-George, late Earl of 
Derby, married the Lady Elizabeth, eldeſt Daughter of 
Thomas Butler, Earl of O ry, and Siſter to the preſent 
Duke of Ormond, by whom he had Iſſue One Son and 
Two Daughters. James, Lord Strange, who died at 
Venice in the Life-time of his Father , unmarricd ;

Grant of the Office of Maſter of his Mint, in the Tower 
of London, and the Town of Calais, for Twelve Years; 
as alſo, the Stewardſhip of divers of the King's Man- 
nors; was alſo made Lord · Chamberlain of the Houſhold, 
and Chamberlain of North Wales, in Conſideration of his 
ſignal Adventures 2 King Henry VI. in divers Bat- 
tles; and alſo, the fame Year, (a) advanc'd to the De- 
gree and Dignity of a Baron of this Realm, and obtain d 
the Grants of ſeveral Lordſhips, Mannors, c. And in 
the 2d of Edward IV. was inſtall'd Knight of the Garter. 
In the time when King Edward, by the Power of the 
Earl of A arwick, was forc'd to quit the Realm, he at- 
tended him to Holland, where he was forc'd to flee; and 
landing with him again in England, ſtood firm to him, 
and commanded 3000 Horſe in that ſucceſsful Battle 
near Barnet; wherein that ſtout Earl of Marwick, being 
lain, and his whole Army defeated, King Edward re- 
obtain d the Crown, during whoſe Reign, he enjoy'd 
all the Favours and Privileges that a Subje& could 
well expect; but at the end thereof, as if all his For- 
tunes were to fall with his Royal Maſter, he was fud- 
denly and treacherouſly murder'd in the Tower, b 
Order of Richard, call'd Lord-ProteCtor, (afterwards 
Richard III.) 

He left to ſucceed him, Edward, his Son and Heir; 
who with Edward, (then Prince of Wales) in the 15th 
of Edward IV. had been made Knight of the Bath. This 
Edward, .upan King Henry VII's obtainir the Crown, 
had ſuch Reſpect from him, (conſidering the ufferings 
of his Noble Father) that he reſtor'd him to all his 


Lands; as alſo, the Lands of Sir Themas Hungerford, 


his 
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his Wife's Father, reverſing the Attainder. In Gratitude 
for which, upon the Inſurrection of Fohn Earl of Lin- 
coln, and his Adherents, he fought ſtoutly againſt him 
at the Battle of Stole, and worthily ſhar'd in the Ho- 
nour of Victory; being ſoon after ſent into Flanders by 
that King, in Aid of Maximilian the Emperor, being 
then of full Age, had Livery of all the Lands whereof 
his Father died poſſeſs d; bearing then the Title of Lord 
Haſtings of Hungerford. He died the 22d of Henry VII. 
leaving Iſſue, by Mary his Wife, Daughter and ſole 
Heir to Six Thomas Hungerford, George, his Son and 
Heir; and Anne a Daughter, — to Thomas Earl 
of Derby. 

This George, in the 5th of Henry VIII. was in the George.

died in the 35th of that Kng, leaving Iflue, by Anne 
his Wife, Dau ghter to Henry Duke of Buckingham, ( Wi- 
dow of Sir Walter Herbert, Knight, Five Sons; Francis, 
Edward, Thomas, Henry and /illiam; and Three Daugh- 
ters, Dorothy, married to Sir Richard Devereux, Knight; 
Mary and Catharine. Of which Sons, Francis, the eldeſt, 
ſuccceded him. | 

This Francis, in his Father's Life-time, viz. in the vrancis, 
25th of Henry VIII. two Days before the Coronation of 
Queen Anne Bullen, was one of the Knights of the Bath 
then made; and in the 2d of #dward VI. elected Knight 
of the moſt Noble Order of the Garter ; and ſent, the 
next Year into France, with conſiderable Forces, to 
diſlodge the French from between Bologne and Calau; 
and conſtituted of the Privy-Council to that Prince. 
Alſo, in the 1ſt of Queen Mah, being then Lieutenant 
of Leiceſterſhire, upon the Inſurrection of Henry Duke of 
Suffolk, he rais'd Forces againſt him, and brought him 
Prifoncr to the Tower of London. He died in the 2d of 
Queen Elizabeth, leaving Hue, by Catharine his Wife, 
Daughter and Co-Heir to Henry, Pole Lord Montacute,

Which Henry, in the 12th of Elizabeth, was inſtalbd 
Knight of the Garter, and conſtituted Lord-Lieutenant 
of the Counties, of Leiceſter and Rutland ; and was one of 
the Peers who had Charge of Mary Queen of Scots, and 
fat upon the Tryal of Thomas Duke of Norfolk, Iſt of 
Elizabeth ; and was alſo of the Privy-Council to the 
Queen. He married Catharine, the Daughter of John 
Duke of Northumberland; but by her had no Iſſue, and 
died, Anno 1595, (38 Eliz.) | 

To whom ſucceeded Sir George, his younger Brother, 
who married Dorothy, one of the Daughters and Co- 
Heirs to Sir Fohn Port of Etwall, in Com. Derby; had 
Iſſue Three Sons; Francis, who died in his Life-time ; 
Henry, and Sir Edward Haſtings, who died at Vienna; 
and Two Daughters, Catharine, Wife of Sir Edward 
Unton, Knight, after of Sir Walter Chetwind, Knight 
and Dorothy, married 1ſt to Sir James Steward, Knight. 
and afterwards to Robert, Earl of Roſcommon, | 

Francis, the eldeſt Son, who died in his Father's Life.

Siſter to John, Lord Harrington 
of Exton ; and had Iſſue Four Sons and Two Daughters. 
Henry, Succeſſor to his Grandfather, Sir George Haſting:, 
Knight; Edward, aCaptain in Sir Walter Rawleighs Voy- 
age to Guinea, Where he died ; and Frances, who died 
in his Infancy.

thereof.) As to his Deſcent, it is, by ſome, deriv'd 
from Henry, the Son of Herbert, Chamberlain to King 
Henry I. but by others, from Henry Fitzroy, one of the 
Natural Sons of that King. The laſt of which, the 
Welſh Heralds, at the Command of Edward IV. did make 
out, upon his being created Earl of Pembroke. 

This Filliam, having been a ſtout Adherer to the 
Houſe of York, againft that of Lancaſter, obtain'd from 
Edward IV. in the firſt "Year of his Reign, a Grant of

Preſident of the Marches of ales. Alſo, in the Year 
1551, he was advanc'd, from Sir William Herbert, to 
the Dignity 'of a Baron of this Realm, by the Title of 

Earl of Lord Herbert of Cardiffe; and the very nextday, created 
Pembroke. Earl of Pembroke. a : 

Upon the Death of King Edward VT. he was one of 

the firſt that appear'd for Queen Mary, and by her was 

afterwards made General of her Forces againſt the Ken- 

tiſh Rebels; which Inſurrection he ſuppreſs'd, and after- 

wards ſerv'd in the Siege of St.Quintins, being Captain- 

General in that Service : And, upon the Death of Queen 

Mary, was made choice of by Queen Elizabeth, for one 

of her Privy-Council ; as alſo, Great Maſter of her 

Houſhold. He married two Wives; firſt, Anne, Daugh- 

ter of Themas Lord Parr of Kendal, (Siſter to Catharin: 

Parr, 6th Wite to King Henry VIII. as alſo, Siſter and 

Co-Heir to William, Marquis of Northampton; by whom 

he had Iſſue Two Sons, viz. Henry, who ſucceeded him, 

and Sir Edward Herbert of Pool-Caſtle, anciently 19 call'd) 

from whom is deſcended the Branch of Powys ; likewiſe, 

one Daughter, call'd Anne, who became the Wife to 

Francis Lord Talbot, Son and Heir to George, the 6th Eat! 
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of Shrewsbury. His ſecond Wife was Anne, Daughter 
to George, the 4th Earl of Shrewsbury, and Widow of 
Peter Compton, Eſq; Son and Heir to Sir Milliam Comp- 
ton, Knight; by whom he had no Iſſue.

In 
the 1ſt of Charles J. he was join'd in Commiſſion with 
Thomas Earlof Arundel, to make ſuch Ferſons Knights 
of the Bath, as the King ſhould be pleas'd ro call to that 
Dignity at his Coronation.

In 
the Reign of King Fames II. he atton'd for the Sallies of 
his Youth, by n Adherencc to the Proteſtant Re- 
ligion, for which he ſhew'd his Concern, by conveying 
the preſent Queen, then Princeſs Anne, into Derbyſhire, 
from the Danger and Tumult of thoſe Times: And ha- 
ving been farther inſtrumental in the happy Revolution 
that ſoon follow'd, he was made Lord-Chamberlain of 
the Houſhold to King Milliam, and Knight of the Gar- 
ter; which Office of Lord-Chamberlain he refign'd 
in the Year 1697 ; yet upon advantageous Terms, being 
ſucceeded therein by the Earl of Sunderland.

HIS Family, which originally took its Sur- 
name from the Lordſhip of Compton, in Com. 
War, anciently diſtinguiſh'd by the Appella- 
tion of Compton at the Vineyard, hath been of

Frodſbam, in Cheſhire, and partly at another 
noble Houſe, built of latter time at Clifton, 
on the oppoſite fide of the River, call'd Rel- Savage) 
were divers Knights, bearing the Name of John; one 
of which being a faithful Friend to Henry, Earl of

He ſerv'd in his Youth, during the Argier War, 


under the Admirals, Torrington, and Narborough, in 
the Mediterranean, and went afterwards to the Wars 
in Africa, at the Siege of Tangier, He was one of the 
few Peers who came over with the Prince of Orange, 
in the Revolution, commanding the Engliſh raiſed in 
the Weſt, upon the Deſcent, having compleated his 
own Regiment in few Days, holding much Corre. 
ſpondence with that Prince, in order to his Expedi- 
tion: The Year before he commanded a Dutch 
Squadron in the MWeſt-Indies, by Leave from King 
Fames to accept a Commiſſion from the States of 
Holland. 

Upon the Acceſſion of King William to the Throne, 
he was plac'd at the Head of the Treaſury, with ſe- 
veral other Employments under that Prince ; which 
great Employment under ſo great a Charge, he exe- 
cuted with univerſal Applauſe, for Diſinterreſtedneſs 
and Integrity; and upon an Addreſs of the Lord 
Mayor and Aldermen of the City of London to King 
William, he was Commiſſion'd by that Prince to 
command the Royal City Regiment of Horſe, which 
the City raiſed for the Publick Service, and ef 
1 his Majeſty was graciouſly pleaſed to be Co- 
onel. 

In the Reign of our preſent Sovereign Queen Anne, 
the Year the Duke of Ormond was ſent to Cadiz, he was 
deſign'd for the Neſt- Indies, having the Commiſſions 
of Captain-General, and Governour of Famaica, and 
the Command of the Army and Fleet for that Expe- 
dition. In the Year 1705, he was declared General, 
and Commander in Chief of the Forces ſent to penn, 
| an 
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and Joint-Admiral of the Fleet with Sir Cloudeſly Shovel!; 
of which Fleet, the Year following, he had the ſole 
Command, Sir Cloudeſiy Shovell remaining in the Britiſh 
Seas: His taking Barcelona with a handful of Men, 
and relieving it afterwards, when greatly diſtreſſed by 
the Enemy : His driving the Duke of Anjou, and the 
French Army, out of Spain, which conſiſted of Five 
and Twenty Thouſand Men, tho' his own Troops 
never amounted to Ten Thouſand; the Poſſeſſion he 
gain'd of Catalonia, of the Kingdoms of Valencia, Ar- 
ragon, and Mayor l with parts of Murcia and Caſtile, 
giving Oppotunity to the Earl of Galway of advancing 
to Madrid without a Blow, are undeniable Proofs of 
his great Valour, Prudence and Conduct in Military 
Affairs; moſt particularly, conſidering the Spirit of 
the Undertakings, and the wonderful Vigour in the 
Execution of ſeveral moſt remarkable Actions during 
that War. 

For which Services he was declared General in Spain, 
by King Charles the Third, with the higheſt Certifi- 
cates and Teſtimonials of his Behaviour given him by 
that Prince, when he returned from Spain, And thar 
War being look'd upon as likely to be concluded, he 
receiv'd her Majeſty's Commiſhon for Ambaſſador ex- 
traordinary, and Powers and Inſtructions for Treating, 
and Adjuſting all Matters of State and Trafhck be- 
tween the T'wo Kingdoms. 

Whatever were the Cauſes of his leaving Spain, or 
being recalled from that Service, tis certain, that the 
Field of War mourned for him ſoon after, in the un- 
fortunate Battle of Alnanza, which he had always 
earneſtly oppos'd, and would in all Probability have 
prevented, or avoided, had he continued at the Head 
of the Army; bur it not being ſuitable to our preſent 
Purpoſe to make Remarks, we ſhall only farther 
take notice, that nay rouge on himſelf the Exa- 
mination of his Conduct in Parliament at his Return, 
after long and ſtrict Enquiry, there were no Objecti- 
ons made to any part of his Behaviour, bur all 
Y N appear d ſuitable to the Dignity of his

two Peers of the Name. She was a Lady of ſingu. 
lar Wit and Beauty, by whom he had Iſſue Fohn Lord 
Mordant, who tracing the Steps of his noble Father, 
took early to Arms, was made Captain of the Queen'; 
Grenadiers ; diſtinguiſhing himſelf on many Occaſi. 
ons during the preſent War, with great Gallantry and 
Reputation, edpecially at the Battle of © Hochſterte, 
where he loſt his Left Arm in the Service of his 
Country. And then, in part of a Recompence, was 
made Colonel of the Royal Regiment of Scorch Fu. 
zileers. He was not only of a Martial Spirit, but 
otherwiſe of great Parts, both Natural and Acquird, 
as appears by the Aſcendency he had gain'd in the 
Houſe of Commons, of which he had been for ſome 
Years a Member; and in both theſe Capacities, ſeem'd 
worthy to adorn either the Court or the Camp. But in 
the Month of April, 1710, he died of the Small-Pox at 
Wincheſter, in the Flower of his Age ; leaving Iſſue by 
the Lady Frances, his Wife, Daughter of Charles, Duke 
of Bolton, two Sons, Charles and Fohn, 

Henry, ſecond Son, a Gentleman of ſingular Ac- 
compliſhments, and of an affable and generous Diſpo- 
ſition ; by which he had procur'd himſelf a general 
Eſteem, both as a Member of the Commons-Houſc, 
and a Commander in Her Majeſty's Navy, where he 
had ſerv'd with ſome Diſtinction; and had undoubted. 
ly appear'd a future Ornament to his Country, had not 
Death likewiſe took him in his Bloom of Life, ſome 
few Days before his Brother, with this differing Cir- 
cumſtance of more Regret, that he left no Children 
behind him, being never married. 

I cannot but mention the ſudden and remarkable 
Death of theſe two Gentlemen, in ſo ſhort a ſpace of 
time, and by the like fatal Diſtemper, both as an un- 
ſpeakable Grief to their noble Relations, and a very 
unhappy Loſs to their Country. 

His Lordſhip had likewiſe Iſſue one Daughter,

H E firſt of this noble Family, mention'd by 
Sir Willinm Dugdale, 1s Henry de Grey, to Henry de 
whom King Richard I. gave the Mannor of Grey. 
Turroe, in Eſſex ; which ſaid Grant King John 
afterwards confirm'd ; and by his publick Charter, 
vouchſaf d to him the ſpecial Privilege, to hunt Hare 
and Fox, in any Lands belonging to the Crown, ex- 
cept the King's own Demeſne Parks. Whoſe Deſcen- 
dents became Lords Grey of Cod novre; which Title 
they held till the Reign of Henry VII. 

Fohn, the ſecond Son of the aforeſaid Henry de Grey, 
was Sheriff of the County of Buckingham and Bedford, 
in the 26th of Henry III. and was much efteem'd in 
that Reign for his great Valour and Ceurteſy ; whoſe 
Deſcendents 59 the Title of Lords Grey of Milton, 
with great Honour, till the Reign of King James I. 
When Arthur, Lord Grey, died a Priſoner in the Tower,

Notwithſtanding 
which, this King grew afterwards jealous of him; but 
upon better Information, not only reſtor'd him to his 
former Favour and Familiarity, but appointed him one 
of the principal Commanders of the Forces, who van- 
quiſh'd the Lord Audley at Black-heath. By Cecilie his 
Wife, Danghter and Heir to Milliam, Lord Bonville he 
had Iflue ſeven Sons, viz.

Henry, Lord Grey, ſo ſucceeding, was, in the Firſt of 
Edward VI. conſtituted Lord High- Conſtable of Eng- 
land, for the Coronation of that Prince; and in his 
4th Vear, juſtice-Itinerant of all the King's Foreſts, 
and Warden of the Eaſt and Weſt, and Middle Mar- 
ſhes toward Scotland. He firſt took to Wife Catharine, 
the Daughter of William Fitz-Allen, Earl of Arundel; 
but had no Iſſue by her: Secondly, the Lady Frances, 
Daughter to Charles Brandon, Duke of Suffolk, by Mary 
the French Queen, his Wife; and (by reaſon her two 
Brothers died Iflueleſs) was, in Favour to her, created 
Duke of Suffolk; by whom he had Iflue, only three 
Daughters; Fane, married to Guilford Dudley, fourth 
Son to Fohn, Duke of Northumberland ; Catharine, to 
Henry, Lord (a) Herbert, eldeſt Son to Milli am, Earl 
of Pembroke ;, and being divorc'd from him, to Edward 
Seymour, Earl of Hertford ; and Mary, to Martin Keys, 
Serjeant-Porter to Queen Elizabeth. 

Upon the Death of King Edward VI. this Duke was, 
thro' the Ambition of the then Duke of Northumber- 


land, (whoſe Aim was no leſs than to have the whole 


Sway of the Kingdom) allur'd to countenance the 
Proclaiming of his Daughter, the Lady Fane, to be 
Queen: But this Attempt not thriving, tho? it coſt 
Northumberland, and ſome others their Heads ; yet was 
this Henry ſpar d; but was afterwards ſo unhappy as 
to be ftirring again, in order to oppoſe the Marriage 
of Queen Mary with Philip of Spain; for which being 
forc d to obſcure himſelf, he truſted himſelf to one Vn- 
derwood, his Keeper, lying conceal'd in a hollow Tree 
in his Park at Atley; who afterwards, upon Promiſe 
of a large Reward, baſely betray'd him; ſo that not 
long after, he loſt his Head, on Tower-Hill, the 23d of 
February, (2d Mariz.)

HIS Family, whoſe chief Seat, for divers A- 

ges, has been at Dene, in the Eaſt-part of Nor- 

thamptonſhire, fetches its Deſcent from that Ro- 
bert Brudnel, who became one of the King's Serjeants 
in the Reign of Henry VII. and Chief Juſtice of the 
Common-Pleas in the next ſucceeding Reign. This 
Robert, by Margaret his Wife, Colin and Co-heir to 
the valiant Sir Bertine Entwyſel, Knight, Viſcount 
of Brickbee, in Normandy, and ſlain in the Battle of 
St. Albans, 1n the time of Henry VI. had Iſſue Sir Tho- 
mas Brudnel, who was ſucceeded by his Son Robert, 
and he by Thomas Brudnel of Dene; which laſt Thomas 
was one of the Number whom King Fames I. created 
to the Degree of a Baronet, at that time firſt inſtitu- 
ted. Afterward, in the Reign of King CharlesI. crea- 
ted Baron of Stanton-Myvil, in the County of Leiceſter, 
to which King, in the time of his unhappy Troubles, 
he did greatly manifeſt his Loyalty, by raiſing Men, 
and contributing otherwiſe to aid him againſt his re- 
bellious Subjects, in his Garriſons of Newark, Lincoln, 
and Hereford, for which he afterwards, upon the pre- 
vailing of his Majeſty's Enemies, ſuffer'd a tedious 
Impriſonment. In Conſideration therefore of theſe his 
great Services, and Merits, he was upon the Reſtora- 
tion of King Charles II. Anno 1661, advanc'd to the 
Dignity of Earl of Cardigan.

S paternally deſcended from the ancient and wor- 
ſhipful Family of Anneſtey, in the County of Not- 
tingham, ; and by the Mother, from that of Phi- 
lip's of Pitton-Caſtle, in the County of Pembroke ; 
from whence deſcended Sir Arthur Anneſley, Son of Sir 
Francis Anneſley, Baronet, Lord Mount Norris, and 
Viſcount Valentia in Ireland, Vice-Treaſurer and Se- 
cretary in that Realm, to King Charles I. Which Sir 
Arthur, having ſerv'd his Majeſty King Charles II. in 
the moſt perilous Times of his Exile, to the no little 
Hazard of his Life and Fortune, was upon his happy 
Return, and for the greater Splendor of his Coronati- 
on, created a Baron of this Realm, by the Title of 
Lord Anneſley, of Newport-Pagnel, in Com.

HIS ancient and Noble Family takes its De- 
ſcent from Rollo, the firſt Duke of Normandy, 
which Rollo had two Sons, Milliam his eldeſt, 
ſurnam d Long Eſpee, who ſucceeded to his 

Dukedom, and Robert his ſecond Son, who was the 
frſt Earl of Corboile; Richard fifth Earl of Corboile ; 
Hamon ſurnamed Dentatus, {1xth Earl of Corboile; The 
ſaid Hamon Dentatus had two Sons, the eldeſt call'd after 
his own Name, Robert Fitz-Hamon, the ſecond, as it 
is ſtill the Cuſtom of thoſe Countries, after the Name 
of one of his Lordſhips, Richard de Granville, which 
ſurname of Granville, or by Corruption Grenville, alias 
Greynville, Graynfield, and Grana-villa, has remain'd 
to his Poſterity ever ſince, The ſaid Brothers Robert 
Fitz-Hamon, and Richard de Granville, accompanied 
William the Conqueror in his Expedition into England, 
and were preſent with him at the great Battle of 12 
ings in Suſſex, where King Harold was ſlain; and for 
their ſignal Services, the Conqueror beſtow'd on them 
very large Gifts and Honours, particularly to Richard 
de Granville, the Caſtle and Lordſhip of Biddiford, 
with other Lurdſhips, Lands, and Polſeſſions, in De- 
von, Cornwall, Somerſetſhire, and Buckinghamhire ;, 
many whereof remain to his Poſterity to this Day. Af- 
ter the Death of Milliam the Conqueror, the ſaid Ru- 
bert Fitz-Hamon, chuſing twelve Knights for his Com- 
panions, of which his Brother Richard de Granville was 
one, enter'd Wales with an Army, and defeating 
the Heh, flew Rheſe their Prince; made an entire 
Conqueſt of Glamorganſhire, and made the reſt of Wales 
pay Tribute to the King of England; wherefore, King 
William Rufus, in Conſideration of theſe and other great 
Services of the ſaid Firz-Hamon, and being likewiſe his 
near Kinſman, created him a free Prince in all his Con- 
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quer d Lands in 17 7e. holding the fame in Vaſſalage 
of the King, as his chief Lord. Which the ſaid Fit z. 
Hamon divided between himſelf and his twelve Knights 
his Companions. King William Rufus dying, the {aid 
Fitz-Hamon, who by his great Exploits, had now pain'd 
himſelf the Name of the Great Firz-Hamon, was ſent by 
King Henry I. us General of his Army againſt France, 
where he receiv'd a Wound. by the Puſh of a Pike up- 
on his Temples, whereof he died. The Stile of the 
ſaid Robert Fitz-Hamon, ran in this Manner: 

Sir Robert Fitz-Hamon, by the Grace of God, Prince 
of Glamorgan, Earl of Corboile, Baron of Thorisny, and 
Granville, Lord of Glouceſter, Briſtol, Tewksberry and 
Cardiff, Conqueror of t, near Kinſman to the 
King, and General of his Highneſſes Army in France.

Laws, 
all the Eſtate and Honours of his Family in Nor mandy), 
and thereby became Earl of Corbaile, Baron of Thorigny 
and Granville, At his Town of Neith in Glamorgan- 
hire, he founded an Abby for Religious Monks, and 
endow'd the ſame with all thoſe Lands he held in fe. 
In his old Age, according to the Devotion of thoſe 
times, he took upon him the Sign of the Croſs, and 
ſetting forward for Feruſalem, died in his Journey; 
leaving Iflue his Son, Richard de Granville, Earl of Cor- 
boile, &c. who married Adelyne, Widow to Hugh Mont- 


Ford, and eldeſt Daughter to Robert de Bellemont, or

HE firſt who laid the Foundation of the ſingu- 
lar Honour this Family doth now enjoy, Was 
* Boyle, the Son of Roger Boyle, of the 
County of Hertford, Eſq; and Foan, Daughter to Ro- 
bert Naylor of Canterbury, in Com. Kent, Eſq; who liv'd 
in the Reign of Queen Elizabeth. In Memory of which, 
his deceas'd worthy Parents, he then, ſecond Son, did, 


in 1629, ereCt a fair Monument of Alabaſter, with an 


Iron Grate at the upper end of the Chancel, in the Pa- 
riſh Church of Preſton. 

This Richard Boyle aforeſaid, was born 1566, and 
brought up in Beunet-College, Cambridge; he afterwards 
became a Student in the Middle-Temple, London; but 
perceiving his Patrimony too ſhort, as a younger Bro- 
ther, to follow the Study of Laws to ſuch a Perfection 
as might raiſe his Fortune, he put himſelf intothe Ser- 
vice of Sir Reger Maywood, Knight, Lord Chief-Baron 
of the Exchequer ; but quitting that, he reſolv'd ta 
Travel, and firſt directed his Courle to Ireland, where 
he arriv'd, Anno 1588. | | 

He there married, at Limmerick, Foan, one of the 
two Daughters and Co-heirs to William Apſizy, 1g; 
who brought him a conſiderable Fortune: This his 
firſt Wife, died 1599, in Childbed of her firſt Child, 
being a dead-born Son. | 

When God had thus far bleſs'd him with a reaſon- 
able Fortune, he was complain'd of (by ſome who en- 
vied his riſing Greatneſs) to Queen Elizabeth, who a- 
mong other things, charg'd him with being a ſuſpected 
Papiſt; which being ſecretly inform'd of, he deſign'd to 
go over into England to ulliße himſeltf; but before he 
could take ſhipping, the grand Rebellion of Munſter 
broke out, when all his Lands were waſted, and him- 
ſelf, with much Difficulty, got to his native Country.

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Being arriv'd in England, he was recommended to 
the Favour of Robert, Earl of Eſſex, deſign'd for the 
Expedition into e againſt the Rebels; but before 
they ſet out, by a freſh Complaint from Ireland, (made 
by Sir Henry Wallop, who fear'd at Mr. Boyles's Return 
with the Earl of Eſſex, his own Diſgrace) whereby un- 
v4 Spry the Queen againſt him, he was ſeiz d 

y her ſpecial Direction, and convey'd Priſoner to the 


 Gate-houſe, and was detain'd there till Eſſex was gone 


for Ireland; But ſoon after, appearing perſonally to an- 
ſwer the Charge, he fully clear'd bimfelf to the Queen's 
Satisfaction, who plainly ſaw the Devices of his Ene- 
mies, and not olny order'd him to be enlarg d, but 
gave him her Royal Hand to kiſs; and from that day 
he was commanded to attend the Court, being, ſoon 
after, by her ſaid Majeſty, conſtituted Clerk of the 
Council of Munſter, where arriving ſome little time 
after, he was ſworn in that Office, and made juſtice of 
the Quorum throughout the whole Province. 

After this, he return'd again to the Court of England, 


with the happy News of the glorious Victory obtain'd 


over the Rebels; bur was ſoon diſpatch'd back, having 
been kindly receiv'd by the Queen. 

The next addition to his Fortune, was the Purchaſe 
of all Sir alter Raleigh's Lands in Ireland, which upon 
his coming again into Fugland, was agreed between 
them, on the Mediation of Sir Robert Cecil. 

Returning again into Ireland with the Lord-Preſident, 
he was quickly, on his Recommendation, married to 
Catharine, the only Daughter of Sir Teffery Fenton, Kr. 
Principal Secretary of State, and Privy-Counſellor in 
Ireland, and the very ſame day was Knighted by Sir 
George Cary, Deputy of Ireland. 

Anno 1620, John Bale, his elder Brother, op 
of Cork, Clyne, and Refs, died near Cork in Ireland; at- 
ter which he obtain'd thoſe Biſhopricks from his Ma- 
jeſty King James I. for Richard his Kinſman. 

In 1606, he was ſworn of the Privy-Council to King 
James I. for Munſter, afterwards as a Privy-Counſcllor 
of State of the Kingdom of Ireland : And, Anno 1616, 
was created Lord Boyle, and Baron of Tonghall; to 
which, four Years after, his Majeſty was pleas'd to add 
the Titles of Viſcount Dungarvon, and Earl of ES:

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and with Adam Lord Viſcount Loftus, Chancellor of 
Ireland, was ſworn Lord-Juſtice for the Joint-Govern- 
ment of that Kingdom, in the Year of our Lord, 1629. 
Nor died the Tide of his Fortunes ſtop here; for three 


Years afterwards, Anno 1631, he was conſtituted Lord 
High-Treaſurer of Ireland.

Robert Boyle, his younger Son, who tho? dignify'd 
with no Title of Honour, (as 'tis remarkable all his 
other Brothers were) yet became he no leſs famous 
than the reſt, for many rare and eminent Qualities; as 
if Providence meerly 1 every Branch of this no- 
ble Stem to bear ſome worthy Fruit. Nor can ! for- 
bear, in this Place, to give a ſhort Abſtract of his Life 
and Studies, as an Ornament to our Engliſh Nation, 
which I have taken from a very celebrated Author. 

The promiſing Bloſſoms of his great Piety and Ca- 
pacity ( ſays he) began to appear very early, and after 
he had paſſed the trivial Schools in Tre/-1.1, he ſtudied 
at Leyden in Holland, and then travell'd into France, 
Swiſſerland, Italy, Sc. without receiving the leaſt Tin— 
cture of the Vices of the Places or Times. He often 
own'd, that his Piety receiv'd a great Increaſe bv his 
Converſe with the godly and learned Archbiſhop Ther, 
who daily cultivated the hopful Seeds which he fore- 
ſaw would produce ſuch a glorious Harveſt. He did 
for many Years ſo exactly ſtudy the holy Scriptures 
in the Original Languages, that he could readily quote 
both the Hebrew and Greek; and underitood that ſacred 
Book ſo well, as few, whoſe Profeſſion did oblige them 
to it, could equal him in it. 


* * * -* 
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His Veneration for the Name of God was fo pro- 
found, that he never pronounc'd it without a diſcern. 
able Pauſe. He was conſtant in his ſecret Addrefles 
to his Throne; and in all his Enquiries into Nature, 
his chief Deſign was to raiſe higher Thoughts in him. 
ſelf and others, of the Greatneſs, Glory, Wiſdom, and 
Goodneſs of God; and in that Article of his Will, re. 
lating to the Royal Society, he recommends it tothem, 
and other Searchers into Phyſical Truths, to refer their 
Attainments to the Glory of the great Author of Na. 
ture, and the Comfort of Mankind, 

Having poſſeſs'd himſelf with ſuch an amiable View 
of Chriſtianiry, as ſeparated from the Superltition or 
Sowerneſs of Parties, he rejoiced in every Diſcovery 
from Nature, which might either illuſtrate it, or re- 
move Objections againſt it; having always conſider'd 
it as a Syſtem of Truths which ought to purifie the 
Heart and Practice. 

He lov'd nothing that might leſſen that, nor any 
Nicety which occaſion'd Divihons amongſt Chriſtians, 
ſo that, for the Advancement of pure and diſintereſted 
Chriſtiany, he hath left, by his Will, a liberal Provi- 
ſion for acertain Number of well-digeſted Sermons, on 

urpoſe to evince the Truth of the Chriſtian Religion 
in general, without touching upon Sub- diviſions among 
Chriſtians in particular, 

He was ſo zealous for propagating our holy Religi- 
on, that he was at the Charge of a "Tranſlation and 
Impreſſion of the New Teſtament into the Malv-r 
Tongue, which he ſent over all the E:ft-Indics. He 
gave a noble Reward to him who tranſlated Gretin:'s 
incomparable Book of the Truth of the Chriſtian Religion 
into Arabick; and was at the Charge of an Impreſſion, 
which he took care to have diſtributed where that 
Language obtains. He refolv'd alſo to have carried 
on an Impreſſion in the Turbiſh Language; but the 
Company thinking that it became them to do it, fut- 
fer'd him only to contribute his large Share. He gave

e order'd to be diſtributed in Ireland ; and contributed 


liberally towards the Heſſh Bible, and that in Iriſ for 
the Highlands of Scotland. 


He 
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He gave, in his Life 300 J. per Annum, towards 
propagating the Chriſtian Religion in America , and 
gave 1001, to the Eaſt-India Company towards their 
Deſigns of the like Nature in the Eft-Indies, inten ding 
a much greater Sum when the Work ſhould be ſet on 
Foot to purpoſe. And as his Zeal was lively toward 
the greateſt Concerns of Religion, he avoided entrin 
too far into thoſe things which have weaken'd and di- 
ſtracted Chriſtianity ; had an utter Averſion to what- 
ever was deſtructive of Morality and Charity, and 
was particularly zealous againſt all Severities and Per- 
ſecutions upon the account of Religion. 

He approv'd of the Church of England's Doctrine, 
and did never ſeparate from her Communion. He was 
charitable in his Opinion towards Diſſenters, and 
plentifully ſupply'd their Neceſſities; ſo that as he ſhut 
himſelf up in no Party, neither did he ſhut out any 
Party from him. He had been ſolicited to take Orders, 
but declin'd it, concieving that what he wrote in De- 
fence of Religion, might have the more Authority, 
when he did not ſhare in the Church's Patrimony. 

His Charity to thoſe in Want, and Bounty to learn- 
ed Men, was extraordinary, but without Oftentation. 
He was particularly liberal to Perſons in Diſtreſs, with- 
out letting them know from whence it came, that for 
ſeveral Years his Charity excceded 1000 J. per Annum. 
And as he had a good Eſtate, he made a good uſe of it, 
denying himſelf in all worldly Pomp, and applying him- 
ſelf conſtantly to his Studics, and Philoſophical Experi- 
ments. I 

He was decently Chearful, and had nothing of that 
Moroſeneſs which Philoſophers, and Men of extraor- 
dinary Devotion are ſometimes inclinable to. He made 
true Judgments of Men and Things; his Advices were 
ſound, yet cautious and modeſt ; and his Invention 
fruitful to ſuggeſt good Expedients. 

He withdrew early from Courts and publick Affairs, 
yet was always honourably treated by his Princes. He 
was very Sagacious in diſcerning Mens Talents; and 
had ſuch a vaſt Scheme of Projects, that he could 
quickly ſet thoſe at work who had Leiſure and Capa- 
city; and when he ſaw them engag'd, would enable 
them, by a handſome Preſent, to carry it on. 1 
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He was very well vers'd in Rabbinical Learning 
and the Fathers; had nicety conſider'd the whole Con. 
troverſies of Religion, and throughly underſtood the 
Body of Divinity. He was abſolute Maſter of the Ma- 
thematicks, and knew the utmoſt in Geometry; Geo- 
graphy in its ſeveral Parts, with Hiſtory, and Books of 
Travels, were his Diverſion. He was expert in al} 
the Parts of Phylick ; but for the Hiſtory of Nature, 
of the Productions of all Countries, * the Virtues 
and Improvements of Plants, Oars, Minerals, with 
their Varieties in different Climates, he was, perhaps, 
the perfecteſt and exacteſt Man in the World; which 
enabled him to make a greater Number of different Ex- 
periments than any Man that ever we read of; and he 
deliver'd his Diſcoveries ſo exactly according to Truth, 
that they may be _ depended upon : But his pe- 

culiar and belov'd Study was Chymiſtry, in which he 
engag'd with no avaricious Defign, but only tofind out 
Nature, to ſee of what Principles Things were com- 
pounded, and into what they might be reſolv'd; and 
ro prepare good Medicaments, without ſpending his 
Eſtate and Lime upon high Pretenftions, but kept al- 
ways within compaſs. 

He made Chymiſtry much the better, and himſelf 
dee the never the worſe nor the poorer by it, making it an En-

printed {> Products being diſpoſed by his Siſter, Sc. to whom

Bridgeman, But for ſpeaking too freely againſt th 
Popith Intereſt, then growing at Chir, he beta 
very uneaſy to the Duke ot Vr, who prevail'd with 
his Brother to remove him. The Papiſts were ſo an- 
gry with him, that they began to perſecute him, not 
only into Diſgrace, but into Ruin, for they examin'd 
the Court Rolls, to meet with ſomething whereby to 
2 an Accuſation againſt him, and picking out 
ome frivolous Matters, preſented a Paper to the 
King's Council; but to their great Mortification, the 
Council reported, that nothing could be drawn out of 
thoſe Papers, ſufficient for any Information. And in- 
deed this Juſtice muſt be done to his Lordſhip's Me- 
mory, that he executed this great Office with r 
Integrity and Honour.

which Robert, I am to take Notice, that his Father is : 
ſaid to have been the youngeſt Son to one of the Kings 
of Denmark; or, as others affirm, (which differs but 
little) to be deſcended from the Royal Line of thoſe 
Kings; and that accompanying Duke Wiliam of Nor. 
mandy, in that ſignal Expedition he made into England, 
was preſent with him in the memorable Battle, where 
King Harold was {lain. 
This Robert Fitz-Harding, died the 17th of Henry II. 
Anno 1170. To whom ſucceeded Maurice Berkeley, his Maurice. 
2d Son, (Henry, the eldeſt dying young,) who for the 
better ſecuring of his Title of Berkeley, in the ſecond of 
Richard 1. gave a 1000 Marks Fine to the King; and 
farther, yet to ſtrengthen and confirm him therein, 
married Alice, the Daughter of Roger de Berkeley, of 
Durſley, a remaining Branch of the firſt Berkeley, from 
whom the Mannor of Berkeley, had been wreſted by his 
Father Robert (as had alſo the Honour of Durſtey too) 
but the latter, upon the Interceſſion of divers Nobles 
receded to him again. His Son Robert, by the afore- 
ſaid Alice his Wife, ſucceeded him, and was remarka- 
ble for his Piety, and large Gifts beſtowed to the 
Church; dying in the Fifth of Henry III. | 
Themas, his Son, ſucceeded, who likewiſe diſtinguiſh'd Thomas. 
kimſelf by ſeveral pious Gifts; And by Joan his Wife, 
Daughter of Ralph de Somery, Lord of ag --49 and 
Niece to William Earl of Pembroke, had fix Sons, and 
one Daughter; of which Sons, Maurice, the elder, who 
ſucceeded him, was famous, in the 17 of Henry III. 
for ſerving the King in his Wars againſt Lewe llin Prince 
of Wales; but ſoon after adher'd to the rebellious 
Barons * the King, for which, nevertheleſs, he 
afterwards obtain'd the King's Pardon : And by Label, 
his Wife, Daughter to Maurice de Creoun, a great Baron 
of Lincolnſhire, left Iſſue, Thomas, his 2d Son, who 
ſucceeded him, the elder Brother Maurice, having been 
kill'd in a Tournament in his Fathers Life-rtime. 
This Thomas alſo ſerv'd King Edward the firſt, in his 
Wars againſt the We!ſb, as likewiſe in the Wars of 
France, and Scotland; which Service he continued to 
Edward II. in whoſe 15th Year he died, leaving 
Iſſue by Fane his Wife, Daughter to William de Fer- 
rers, four Sons, and two Daughters, viz. Maurice, 1 
(CEN uc- 
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Thomas. 


14 of Exeter; and Miliam; which Maurice, the el. 
, ſo ſucceeding, being of a Military Diſpoſition, 
and having attended his Father in many of his Expe. 
ditions, became very famous for Martial Exploits; and 
in the gth of Edward II. was made Juſtice of $ outh-IWales, 
having all the Caſtles therein committed to his Cuſto- 
dy; and in the 13th of the ſame Reign, being ſtil'd 
Bilectus 272 Regis, he was made Steward of 
the Dutchy of Acquitaine', But afterwards adhering to 
Thomas, Earl of Lancaſter E the King, and com- 
mitting Spoil upon the Lands of the two £ pencers, his 


Caſtles and Lands were ſeiz d, and he, together with 


Mortimer and three others, being invited to come and 
confer amicably with the King, was ſecured and ſent 
Priſoner to the Caſtle of Wallingford, and died a Priſo- 
ner, Anne, 1326, (19 Edward II.) He left Iſſue five 
Sons; Thomas the eldeſt, who ſucceeded him; and 
Maurice, his ſecond Son, from whom Berkeley of Stole 
Giffard, in Com. Glouceſter, Bruton, in Com. Somerſet, and 
of Bay-Court in Kent, are deſcended; (which Maurice 
was a Perſon of great Note in his Time, ſerving King 
Edward III. both in his Wars and in his Council with 
very great Applauſe) alſo, Fohn, his third Son, from 
whom the Berkeleys of Shropſhire, are deſcended ; and 
two other Sons, Endo, and Peter. 

This Thomas, the eldeſt Son, who ſucceeded, taking 
art with his Father, and thoſe other Nobles who 
outly oppos'd the Power of the Spencers, ſhar'd in the 

like Fate with moſt of them, being impriſon'd, and all 
his Lands ſeiz d: But, upon the Change of the Scene, 
he was then ſet at Liberty, had all his Lands reſtor d, 
and alſo the Keeping of the King in his Caſtle at Berke- 
ley; but being thought too courteous to him, he was 
commanded to deliver him, together with the Cuſtody 
of his Caſtle, to ohn, Lord Maltravers, and Thomas 
Gurney, Whence the execrable Murder of the unhappy 
Monarch Edward II. ſucceeded : Nor was this Thomas, 
Lord Berkeley, without being ſuſpected of Conniving 
thereat; but being arraign'd for the fame, and mani- 
feſting that he then lay {ck at Bradly, when the hor- 
rid Murder was committed, he was acquitted from the 
Guilt thereof, and grew into Eſteem with Sages HL 

WROM 
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Berkeley, Earl of Berkeley. 
ſucceeded bim; John, Lord of IWymundham; James, Bi. | 
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whom he ſerv'd in his Wars, both againſt France and 
Scotland; and after many Services, was preſent with 
him in that memorable, and ever famous Battle of 
Creſſy: He alſo attended Prince Edward into France, 
(Maurice his Son being with him and was one of his 
cheif Commanders in the famous Battle of Poitiers. . 
Pe had no leſs than twelve Knights, ſometimes more 

in his Retinue, each of them having two Servants, a 

a Page, and twenty four Eſquires, who had each of 
them-one Servant and a Page; and having given di- 

vers Lands to pious and charitable Uſes; he died 

Anno 1361. (35 Edward III.) leaving Maurice his eldeſt 

Son to ſucceed him. : 

This Maurice had been preſent with his Father in Mavrice. 
moſt of his Expeditions, and approv'd himſelf of ſpe- 
cial Account in Martial Affairs; having wedded, when 
but $ Years old, Elizabeth, Daughter to Hugh Lord 
Spencer, by whom he had Iſſue four Sons, (viz.) Tho- 
mas, his immediate Succeſſor ; Fames, from whom the 
Male-Line of this Noble Family ſprung; John, who 
with Thomas his elder Brother, was in that Expedition 
made into Brittany; and Maurice, who alſo ferv'd in 

the French Wars. He died Anno 43, of Edward the 
III. and was ſucceeded by Thomas, his eldeſt Son, 
aforeſaid ; 

Which Thomas, ſerv'd both by Sea and Land in the Thomas. 
Wars againſt France and Spain; alſo in the Wars of 
Scotland.

William, his eldeſt Son, firſt ſucceeded, who ſtood 
in ſuch Favour with King Edward IV. that he advanc'd 
him to the Title of Viſcount. Nor was he, after a 
while, in leſs Favour with Richard III. being by him 
created Earl of Nottingham ; but ſoon after adhering 
to Henry Duke of Buckingham, in his Deſign of pulling 
down King Richard, he fled into Britany, to Henry the 
VII. he was conſtituted Earl Marſhal of England, with 
Limitation of that Office to the Heirs-Male of his Bo- 
dy; alſo in his 4th Year advanc'd to the Dignity of 
Marquis of Berkeley. 

He was otherwiſe famous for his great Diſpute with 
Thomas, Viſcount Liſle, about certain Lands in Conteſt 
between *em, who upon a Challenge ſent him by the 
faid Viſcount, they met, with others in their Company, 
where the Viſcount Liſle was ſlain.

Bath, at the Coronation of King Henry VIII. and was 
afterwards ſworn Knight of the Body for that King, 
in whoſe 14th Year, he had Summons to Parliament, 
but had not the Place of his Anceſtors, in regard the 
Caſtle of Berkeley, the Body of the antient Barony re- 
main'd to the Crown, by Virtue of the Entail made 
by Thomas his Unckle.

Earl of Rocheſter. 


Aurence Hyde, the pr Earl of Rocheſter, is - 
the ſecond Son of Edward, Earl of Clarendon, 
Lord High Chancellor of England, and Bro- 
ther of Henry, late Earl of * Clarendon. He was 
held in the greateſt Eſteem by King Charles II. his own 
Accompliſhments, as well as the remarkable Fidelity 
of his Family, juſtly recommending him to that Princes 
Favour. He was one of the four Gentlemen pitch'd 
on by the Houſe of Commons, in the Year 1665, to 
Thank the Univerſity of Oxford, for their Loyalty to 
King Charles I. and was made Doctor of Law, either 
then, or ſome litfle time before. In the Year 1678, 
he was ſent Ambaſſador into Holland, with Propoſals 
to the Prince of Orange, to declare War againſt France, 
and was receivd with great Reſpect by that Prince. 
He was the ſame Year, with the Earl of Eſſeæ, the pre- 
ſent Earl of Godolphin, and others, appointed one o 
the Commiſſioners of the 'Treafury : two Years after, 
(Anno 1680) the Parliament addreſs'd the King to 
remove him, (with ſeveral others, from all Places of 


Truſt, and from his Preſence and Ccuncil for ao

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Reſentment, that not many Months after, viz. April 
27th, 1681, he was pleas d, in Conſideration of his 
faithful Services, to create him Viſcount Hyde, of Ken- 
nelworth, and Baron of Noten- Baſſet ; and the Yeat 
following Earl of Recheſter; In the Year 1684 he was 
made Lord-Preſident of the Council, being the laſt of 
King Charles IT. Upon King James's aſcending the 
Throne, he was immediately made Lord High 'Trea- 
ſurer of England, and inſtall'd Knight of the Garter ; 
he endeavour'd to prevent Tyrconne/s being made 
Lieutenant of Ireland ; but found his Intereſt, with the 
King, too weak to prevail in that Point; and indeed 
twas ſcarce ſufficient to ſupport himſelf, for refuſing to 
comply with the King's Requeſt of changing his Reli- 
gion; he was fain to reſign his Commiſſion of Lord 
High Treaſurer ; in lieu of which, His Majeſty how- 
ever, was pleas'd to aſſign him a Penſion of 5000 J. per 
Annum out of the Poſt-Office, which ſo engag'd him 
to the King, that he afterwards went over to Holland 
to take care of his Majeſty's Intereſt there, and to do 
him the beſt Service he could. He was ſworn of the 
Privy-Council to King William, and Qucen Mary, and 
made Lord-Lieutenant of Ireland. 

He married the Lady Henrietta, fifth Daughter of 
Richard Boyle, Earl of Burlington and Cork, by whom 
he hath had Iſſue, Henry, Lord Hyde, his only Son and 
Heir, who hath married Fane, Daughter of Sir William. 
Leviſon Gower, and Siſter to the late Lord Gower, by

in the 25th of Edward I. was in that Expedition made

of his Bedchamber; which Station he ſerv'd him in, 
when in the Year 1675, that Prince was taken with 
the 5mall-Pox, on which Occaſion, Mr. Bentinch gave 
ſuch ſignal Proofs of his Love and Affection for his 

Maſter, to the no fmall Hazard of his ewn Life, that 

it fix d an entire and indeliable Mark of that Princes 

Affection upon him; whoſe Courage and Abilities 

equally anſwer'd the great Favour and Eſteem always 

thew'd him by that Prince, both in Civil and Milita- 
iy Affairs. : 

He was, in the Year 1677, fent by the Prince of 
Orange into Exgland, to ſollicit a Match with the Prin- 
ceſs Mary, eldeſt Daughter of James, (at that time 
Duke of Nr,) which Match was ſoon after con- 
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cluded. Upon the Duke of Monmouth's Invaſion of 
this Kingdom, his Highneſs ſent over Mr. Bentinch, to 
offer King James the Aſſiſtance, both of his Troops 
and Perſon, to lead them againſt the Rebels: But thro 
a Miſconſtruction put on his Meſſage, he was coldly 
receiv'd. 

About four Years after, he had a great ſhare in the 
late happy Revolution; in which difficult and impor- 
tant Affair, he ſhew'd all the Prudence, Dexterity and 
Sagaciouſneſs of a moſt conſummate and able State. 
man: For which moſt faithful and fignal Services, 
upon the Acceſſion of his Royal Maſter to the Throne 
of theſe Realms, he was made Groom of the Stole, 
Gentleman of the Horſe; and by Letters-Patents, 
bearing Date the th of April, 1689, created Baron 
Cirenceſter, Viſcount Woodſtock, and Earl of Portland: 
And Anno, 1697, Inſtall'd Knight of the moſt noble 
Order of the Garter. 

As he attended King NMilliam in all the Dangers and 
Fatigues of the late War; ſo had he the principal 
Management of the Peace, which was firſt agreed be- 
tween, him and the Mareſchal Boufflers in the Field, 
and afterwards formally Ratified and Concluded at

He was afterwards ſent Embaſſador Extraordinary 
to France, which Employment he fill'd with equal Ho-

He was preſent with the Prirce' of Orange in moſt of 
the Sieges and Actions of the War which happen'din 
thoſe Times, particularly in the Barre! of St. Dennis, 
foughr againſt rhe Duke of Luxemburgh, in 1698. where 
his Name is recorded with Immorta Glory, for ha- 
Ving, with his own hand, ſlain an Officer that was ready 
to have kill'd that brave Prince; wherefore the States, 
to ſhew the high Va ue they had for his Preſervation, 
and in Acknow'edgment to Monfieur d* Auverquergue's 
Valour, order'd him to be preſented with a Sword, whoſe 
Hir was Maſſy-Gold, Sc. and from thence forward, 
held him in the greateſt Eſteem. 

He became afterwards Captain of the Guard to the 
Prince of Orange, and in that Station attended him in- 
to England, Anno 1688. Upon the Acceſſion of that 
Prince, together with his Royal Conſort Queen Mary, 
to the Throne of thele Realms, he was not only con- 
tinu'd Captain of the Dutch and 4th Troop of Guards; 
bur having been Gentleman of the Horſe, when Prince, 
be was made Maſter of the Hotſe to him, when King. 

He afterwards attended the King in ſeveral of his 
Campaigns in Flanders, ſtill advancing in Military Pre- 
ferments, and daily improving himſelf by his prudent 

; Conduct, 
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Conduct, and generous Behaviour, whereby he gain'd 
the general Eſteem of all the Engliſh Nobiliry ; and, for 
molt part of the late War, was General of EngliſÞ 
orſe. mx, 430 3 208 
* Death of his Royal Maſter, King William, in 
Anno 1702, was very like to have put a Period to his 
own Lite, ſo much he did affect him. This determin'd 
his Place of Maſter of the Horſe, wherein he was ſuc- 
ceeded by the Duke of Somerſet. And now, a new 
War being ready to break out againſt France, he went 
ro his Command in Holland; where, 'in a few Years, 
he arriv'd to the higheſt Military Dignity thar the States 
were capable ro confer on him, which was that of 
Velr-Mareſchal of their Army. How he acquitted 
himſelf therein, is manifeſt to all Europe; more particu- 
larly in the Campaign of 1708, which, as it put a Pe- 
riod to his Life, ſo it render'd his Name immortal to all 
Poſterity: Leaving thoſe Honours where he had firſt 
acquir'd them, viz. in the Field of War; where, after 
a long Indiſpoſition, (which however, did not hinder

Erives his Surname from-the County of Ar- 
gyle in that part of Great-Britain call'd Scot- 
land; which County hath for a long time ap- 
pertain*d to the chief of the Campbelsg® to 

whom it gives the Title of Earl; a Family, whoſe ve- 
ry Name denores their Valour, as ſignifying the Field 
of Var; which Denomination they have, in all Ages, 
made good by their valiant Behaviour: He is the firft 
Earl of Scotland; and beſides the Title of Argyle, is 
Lord Kintyre, Campbel, and Lorne ; the laſt of which 
gives always Title to the eldeſt Son of the Family, 
which makes a great Figure in Scotland, becauſe of the 
Greatreſs of their Clan, Number of their Vaſſals, Ho- 
nourable Allies, and Hereditary Offices; ſuch as Ju- 
ſtice-General of the Shire of Argyle and the Iſles, Lord- 
Lieutenant and Sheriff of Argyle, Heriditable Maſter 
of ihe Houſhold (i. e. Hereditary Lord-High-Steward 
of the Houſe) to the King; and (ſeveral other Offices 
within his own Bounds. They were Juſtice-Gene- 
rals of all Scotland, till by Contract, betwixt King 


Charles II. and the Marquis of Argyle, then Lord Lorne, 


Anno 1682. he reſign'd that Office, into the King's 
Hands, and got ſecur'd to himſelf, and his Poſterity, 
o be fuſtice- General of Argyle, and the Iſles, and where- 
ever he had Lands in Scotland. "5 Ip 

The chief of the Campbels, one of this Earls Prede- 
ceſſors, in the Year 1308. made that famous Indenture; 
yet extant, with Sir Alexander Seaton, and Sir Gilbert 
Nay, whereby they bind themſeives to ſtand, to their 
umoſt, to the Defence of their Sovereign Lord King 
Relert Bruce, as well againft the French and Engliſh, 
as Scots, ſubſcrib'd with all, their Hands and Seals, at 
Far bes tennetb. He honourably entertain'd and aſſiſted 
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un. 


the ſaid Rbert Bruce, againſt Baliol, and for his gold 
Service, the King gave him Margery Bruce, his own 
Sifter, in Marriage; to that here is the ROA Blood of 
Scotland, mix d with that of the Campbeis, 

His Sou ailited King David Bruce in his Minority, 
joy nd with the Lord Scewart, one of the King's Koz al 
Predeceſſors, defeated the Engliſh at Dunoon, and tock 
that Cattle from them; for waich the King made kim 
Her.dirary-Governour of the ſame, allowing lum a 
yearly Penſion; and created his Couſin, Ihn Camplel, 
Earl of Athol, who died without Succciiion.

Fames II. of Scotland, who in his young Years, was 
reduc'd to great Straits, by thoſe who conſpir'd againſt 
his Authority ; but was lettled on the Throne, by this 
Earl's Aſſiſtance; for which good Service, he made him 
Lord High Chanceliour of Scotland, and gave him ſeve— 
ral Lands.

F this Family, which is of great Antiquity, 
in the County of Neſtmorland, taking its De- 
nomination from a fair Lordſhip of that 
Name, ſituate upon the Bank of the River 


Fi / Thomas, Eden, was Sir Thomas Wharton, Knight, Governour of 


the Town and Caſtle of Carlile, 33 Henry VIII. 

In 34 Henry VIII. upon an Incurſion of the Scots, to 
the Number of 15000 Men, this Sir Thomas, then War- 
den of the Marches, aſſiſted by Sir William Muſgrave, 
appearing but with 3oo, pur them into ſuch an Appre- 
henſion that the Duke of Norfolk was approaching with 
his whole Army, that they preſently fled in ſo great 
Diſorder, that the Earls of Caſſils and Glencarne, with 
divers other Perſons of Note, were taken Priſoners. 
In 36 Henry VIII. He, with the Lord Dacres, and 
others marching into Scotland, was at the taking of 
Dumfrize, whence they brought away much Spoil; 
forcing the Scots to a Treaty, and to give Hoſtages for 
the Articles then agreed on. 

In 1 Edward VI. being Warden of the eſt Marches, 
with the Earl of Lenox, who had an Army of 59000

He was by King Charles II. Anno 1678, conſtituted 
one of the Lords of his Treaſury, which Truſt he diſ- 
charg'd with great Fidelity. In the Year 1684, be was 
promoted to be one of his Majeſty's Principal Secreta— 
ries of State, in the Room ot Sir Leoline Fenſins; but 
was afrerwards appointed firſt Cemmitiioner of the 
Treaſury ; and the Earl of Middleton, made Secretary 
of State: Soon after which, viz. September 8, Anno 
1684. (36 Car. II.) he was advanc'd ro the Dignity of 
a Baron of this Realm, by the Title of Baron Gods!- 
phin of Nalton. in the County of Cornwall. 

In the firſt Year of the Reign of King James II. he 
was conſtituted Lord Chamberlain ro the Queen, con- 
tinu'd one of the Commiſſioners of the Treaſury, and 
upon the Landing of the then Prince of Orange, after- 
wards King William III. was one of the Commiſſio- 
ners to treat with hat Prince: Upon whoſe Advance- 
ment to the Throne, he was ſtill continu'd one of the 
Commiſſioners of the Treaſury, and ſworn of his 


Privy-Council ; was four times one of the Lords juſti- 
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ces of England, during the Reign of that Kiug : And 
Anno 1702. in the firit Year of our preſent moſt Graci- 
ous Sovereign Queer, Anne, was conſtituted Lord tiigh-

HIS Family, according to the Account of our 
beſt Hiſtorians, came into England in the 
Reign of King Fohn, bearing then the Sur- 
name of Bouteville ; which Prince, during his 
Wars with the Barons, ſent to his Subjects in his Coun- 
tries of Poictou and Gaſcoigny, for Troops to aſſiſt him. 
They ſent him a conſiderable Army of Gaſcoignes, under 
the Command of Savery de Malleon, or Malo-Leon ; 
Poictevins, commanded by Geffery and Oliver de Boute- 
ville, two Brothers; who join'd with his Forces here, 
and made him for ſome time Victorious over his re- 
bellious Barons, and, particularly, took Beavoire-Caſtle 
(now the Duke of Rutland's) from Albani, call'd Pin- 
cerna, then Earl of Arundel; for which good Service, 
Geffery de Bouteville was conſtituted Governour of it, 
and Knighred (all which is recorded by Mat. Paris, 
Polydore Virgil, and ſeveral Hiſtorians after them.) 
In which Command he carried himſelf ſo fairly, that 
the Earl of Arundel gave him Lands in Shropſhire, part 
of his two great Mannors of Stretton and Cardington, 
where he ſettled himſelf; which are ftill, by a little 
Change of Language, call'd Botsfield's Lye, or Botsfield's 
Place; here they remain'd long, very conſiderable, 
The Grandſon of Sir Geffery, Sir Adam Bouteville, in 
the Reign of King Edward I. was one of the Knights 
who went our of Shropſhire, to ſerve that King art the 
Siege of Caer Laverock, as appears by an ancient Manu- 
ſcript in Parchment, ftill remaining in that Country. 
Afterwards, in the time of the Wars between the 
Houſes of York and Lancaſter, that part of England ad- 
hering to the Title of Tork, the Family of Bouteville 
was oppreſs'd, and the greateſt part of their Eſtate ta-

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Family continued at Borfield Lye, and remain there to 
this Day, keeping the Name of Botſield, and give the 
ſame Arms as the Thynnes. 

But another Branch of this Family took the Name off 
Thynne, till retaining Bouteville, writing Lynne, alias 
Bouteville ; as appears by the Works of Chaucer, col- 
lected and publith'd by Hilliam Thynne, alias Boute- 
ville, dedicated ro King Henry VIII. 

This William Thynne was in great Favour with 
Henry VII. and Maſter of his Houthold ; who lies bu- 
ried in Barking-Church, near the Tower. 

Sir ohn Thynne, the Raiſer of the preſent Family, 
was Nephew to that William, and bred up by him; 
who having render*d himſeif conſiderable by his Parts 
and Travels, was taken into the Service of the Duke of 
Semerſet, Lord-Protector, and made his chief Officer: 
He was knighted in the Battel of Muſcleborough-field, 
againſt rhe Scots, whilſt the Wounds he receiv'd there 
where bleeding, and had the Scots Lion given him for an 
Addition of his Arms: He afterwards grew into ſo 
great Favour with the Protector, that he was eſleem'd 
his chief Counſellour, and when that Duke was twice 
impriſon'd in the Tower, was both times committed 
tairher ; and tho he eſcap'a with his Life, was, the laſt 
time, fin'd Eoool, and had ſeveral! great Offices and 
good Lealcs taken from him. 

During the Reign of Queen Mary, he was, by the 
Lady Elizabeth, afterwards Queen Elizabeth, made the 
chief Officer of her Family, by the Stile of Comptrol- 
ler; but in thoſe dangerous Perſecutions, he retir'd into 
the Country. and liv'd ſeldom with ker, eſpecially in 
her Confinement; for which Reaſon he was not advanc d 
by her when ſhe came ro reign, 

Living in the Reigns of Henry VIII. and Edward VI. 
when Abbies and Chauntries were diſſolv'd by his 
Favour at Court he purchas'd many of thoſe Lands; 
and mariying the Daughter of Sir Fohn Greſham, (by 
whom he had above 2000. a Year) left a confiderab'e 
Eſtate of his Family, and match'd his Four Daughters 
to ſome of the beſt Families in the Weſtern Parts of 
Eugland. | 

His Son (for Diſtinction call'd Sir ohn Thynne, the

Eſcended of an ancient Family in Cheſhire, de- 
riving its Pedigree from Nigel, Baron of Har- 
ton, in that County; of which Family was 

Chriſtopher Hatton, Lord-High- Chancellor of 

England, in the Reign of Queen Elizabeth. He was 
bred to the Laws at the Inns of Court; but more like a 
Gentleman, than one who pretended to raiſe himſelf 
by that Profeſſion. The Queen firſt took notice of him 
for the Comlineſs of his Perſon ; and his graceful Dan- 
cing at a Mask at Court; but more afterwards for his 
great Abilities. 

He became firſt one of the Queen's Gentlemen- Pen- 
ſioners, then Gentleman of the Privy-Chamber, and 
next Captain of the Guard; from which Office, he 
ſtept to be Vice- Chamberlain, one of the Privy-Coun- 
cil; and at length Lord Chancellour; being likewiſe 
made Knight of the Garter. 

He had a large Proportion of Gifts, and Endow- 
ments, his Fearures, his Gair, his Carriage, his Parts, 
and his Prudence ſtrove to ſet him off; but his Abi- 
lities were much above all. All he did was ſo exactly 
Juſt and Diſcreer, and what he ſpoke ſo Weighty, that 
he was choſen to keep the Queen's Conſcience, as her 
Chancellour z and to expreſs her Sence as her Speaker. 
The Courtiers that envied the laſt Capacity, were 
forc'd by his Power, to own themſelves in an Error; 
and the Serjeants that refus'd to plead before him at 
firſt, cou'd nor, at length, but own his great Abilities. 
His Place was above his Law, but not above his Parts, 
which were ſo very Pregnant and Comprehenſive, that 
he cou'd command other Men's Parts to as good Purpoſe

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His Station way great, but his Humility was greater, 
giving an eaſie Acceſs :o all Addreſſes. He was ſo juſt, 
that his Sentence was a Law to the Subject; and ſo 
wiſe, that his Opinion was an Oracle with the Queen. 
Her Majeſty, who never forgave Debts, call'd him 
to an account for an old One, and rigorouſly demanded 
the preſent Payment: This ſtartled him, becauſe he 
cou'd nor do it juſt at that time; which Unkindnels, as 
he thought, of rhe Queens, went ſo deep to his Heart, 
that it caſt him into a mortal Diſeaſe. The Queen, 
ſorry for what ſhe had done, endeavour'd to recover 
him, and brought him Cordials with her own Hands, 
but all would not do. 
Thus he died a Batchelor, Anno 1591. having a- 
dopted Sir William Newport, his Siſters Son, for his 
Heir, who chang'd his Name to Sir William Hatton; 


but in Default of Iſſue Male by him, he ſettled the 8 
greateſt part of his Eſtate on his God-ſon, Chriſtepher 


Hatton, Son and Heir of John Hatton, his neareſt Kinſ- 
man of the Male Line.

Which Chriſtopher, upon the Death of Sir Milliam Chriſtopher 


Newport, without Iſſue Male, did according'y enjoy it, 
and was made Knight of the Bath, at the Coronation 
of King Fames I, 

He left a Son of his Name, who was made Knight 
of the Bath at the Coronation of King Charles 1, and 
always ſtanding firm to his Majeſty's Intercit, was ia 
Conſideration thereof, by the ſaid King, created a Ba- 
ron, by the Title of Lord Hatton, of Kerby, in Com. 
Northampt. alſo made Comptroller of his Majeſty's ; 
Houſhold ; and afterwards, upon the happy Reſtaura- 
tion of King Charles II. was conſtituted Governour of 
the Iſle of Guernſey; and ſworn of his Privy Council. 
He died Anno 1670: leaving two Sons, and three 
Daughters, by Elizabeth his VVife, the eldeſt of three 
Daughters, and Co-heirs to Sir Charles Montague, a 
younger Brother to Henry, Earl of Mancheſter, viz. Chri- 
ſtopher, who ſucceeded him; and Charles Hatton, now 
living ; Mary, Fane, and Alice, unmarried, 

Which Chriſtopher, Lord Hatton, was created Viſ- 
count Hatton, by King Charles II. and made Governour 
of the Iſle of Guernſey, as his Father had been before 
him. He married the Lady () Cecelie Tufton, third 
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Daughter of John, Earl of Thanet; by whom he had 
Iſſue, only one ſurviving Daughter, Anne (b) the Wife 
of Daniel, the preſent Earl of Nottingham, Margaret, 
and Elizabeth, dying young. He married to his fe- 
cond Wife, Frances, only Daughter to Sir Henry Tel- 
verton, of Eaſton-Manduit, (by the Lady Grey, Grand- 
mother to the preſent Viſcount Longueville.)

William. 8 R Milliam Dugdale, in his Account of this 


Family, begins with William Paget, a Perſon 

naturally endow'd with excellent Parts, as may 
ſeem, (faith he) by his Aſcent, from ſo low a Con. 
dition, to thoſe great Preferments, whereunto, by 
ſundry Degrees, he attain'd; being Son of - - Pa- 
get, one of the Serjeants at Mace in the City of Lon- 
don, who had his Birth at a Place call'd Wednsbury, 
in Staffordſhire, where there were ſome of that Ge- 
neration remaining, till of latter Years. LY 

This William, in 23 Henry VIII. by reaſon of his 
great Abilities, came to be one of the Clerks of the 
Signet; and in the 32 Henry VIII. Clerk of the 
Council; as alſo, Clerk of the Privy-Seal, with the 
Fee of zol, per Annum; and ſoon after that, Clerk 
of Parliament for Life. 

In all which Employments, he deported himſelf 
with ſuch Sedulity and Prudence, as that the next 
Year after theſe Preferments, he was ſent Ambaſſador 
into Fance; and upon his return from that honour- 
able Employment, was one of the Principal Secre- 
taries of State. Likewiſe in the 36 Henry VIII. be- 
ing then a Knight, he was conſtituted one of the 
Commiſſioners to Treat with Matthem, Earl of Le- 
20x, touching the Advancement of King Henry's In- 
tereſt in Scotland; upon which Agreement, that Ear! 
was to marry the Lady Margaret Douglaſs, that 


King's Niece. And the fame Year, attending Kivg 
Henry, in his Expedition to Boloigu, was joyn'd with 


the Earl of Hertford, and others, to Treat with the 
Ambaſſadors of France, in order ty a general Accord 
between the Two Realms. FE 
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In 37 Henry VIII. he obtain'd a Grant to himſelf, 
and Johm Maſon, Eſq; then Secretary to the King for 
the French Tongue, and the Survivor of them, of the 
Office of Maſter of the Poſts, with the Fee there- 
unto belonging: And in the 38 Henry VIII: was one 
of the Cormmiſtjoners which treated of, and conclud- 
ed a Peace with the French. | 

Shortly after which, the King lying on his Death- 
bed, he was conſtituted one of his Executors, and ap- 
pointed of Council to King Edward VI. In the e 
cond Year of whoſe Reign, he obtain'd a Grant of 
the Houſe, without Temple-Bar, then call'd Exeter- 
Place, as alſo, of ſome Ground, lying within the 
Garden of the 2iddle-Temple, adjoyning thereto, 
which he Transform'd in a new Fabrick for his own 
Habitation, and call'd it Pa er af ʒ but long it did 
not hold that Name, being from after-Owners, call'd 
Leiceſter-Houſe, and at length Efex-Houſe. 

But to proceed tn the foreſaid Milliam; in the 
4 Edward VI. he was ſent Ambaſſador to the Em- 
peror Charles V. requiring Succours from that Prince, 
to aſſiſt him in his Wars againſt the French and Scors, 
and upon the 3d of December, the ſame Year, being 
then Knight of the Garter, Comptroller of the King's 
Houſhold, and Chancellor of the Dutehy of Lancafter 
was ſummon'd by Writ, to the Parliament then ſit- 
ting, by the Title of Lord Paget, of Beaudſert, in 
Com. Staff. and took his Place there accordingly : 
After which, in January, next enſuing, he had his 
ſolemn Creation to that Honour; and a few Days af- 
ter was ſent with the Earl of Bedford, and Sir John 
Maſon, again to Treat of Peace with Fance. 

But the great Favour he ſtood in, notwithſtanding 
his great Services, rais'd him ſuch Enemies, that in 
the 5 Edward VI. upon the Fall of the Duke of So- 
merſet; (againſt —_ the principal Charge was, 
that he had deſign'd the Murder of {ome Noble Men 
at Paget-Houſe,) this Lord was committed to the 
Tower, and bereav'd of his Enſigns of the Garter. Not 
only this, but Money being extreamly wanting at that 
time, ſo that ſeveral Perſons were turn'd out of Office 
and ſome of them .

Having born all this with a peculiar manly Patience, 
Affairs ſoon took a better turn for him: For upon the 
Death of King Edward, and the Endeavours of ſome 
to advance the Lady Jane Grey to the Throne, he 
join'd with the Earl of Arundel, the chief Champion 
for Queen Mary; and after ſhe was proclaim'd Queen 
London, rode Poſt with the ſaid Earl 
that Night; to give her Notice thereof. 

For which Service, and Reſpect, he was ſo highly 
eſteem'd by her, that ſoon after her Marriage with 
King Philip, ſhe ſent him Ambaſſador, (together 
with the Lord Haſtingt,) to the Emperor, then at 
Bruſſels, to ſignifie their joint Deſires to ſee Cardi- 
nal Pole, to the end,that by his Authority, the Church 
of England, at that time in much Diſorder, by reaſon 
of the Schiſm, (for ſo it was then call'd) might be 
rectified.

ning of the Reign of Henry VIII. at which 


time William Petre, (Son of John Petre, of William: 


Turbigan, in Com, Devon.) having his Education at 
Exeter-College, in Oxford, became ſo great a Profi- 
cient in his Studies there, that he arriv'd to the De- 
gree of Doctor of Law, and grew ſo eminent there- 
in, that he was employ'd by that King in divers Af- 
fairs of Conſequence; eſpecially, in what tended to 
the Diſſolution of Religious Houſes, then in agita- 
tion; being, with ſome others, in the 27 Hen. VIII. 


put into Commiſſion by 8 general Viſitor, 


to repair to all the Monaſtries throughout England, 
and to Enquire into the Government and Behaviour 
of the Votaries of both Sexes, whereby to pick up 
ſufficient Matter, to ground an Accuſation. 

That grand Work afterwards fully accompliſh'd, 


according to the King's mind, as a Reward for the 
good Service of this William therein, he obtain'd a 


Grant to himſelf, and Gertrude his Wife, in Fee of 
the Priory of Clattercote, in Com. Oxon. and in 
the 31 Henry VIII. another Grant of the Mannor 
s Gynge-Abbots, in Com. Efex, with other Perqui- 
es. 

In the 35 Henry VIII. he was made one of the 
Principal Secretaries of State, and appointed, in the 
King's Abſence, one of the Aſſiſtants in Council, ta 
his Queen Catharine Parr, (being then a Knight, ) as 
alſo, afterwards of Council to his Son Prince Edward. 

or had he leſs Eſteem in the Days of King Ea- 
ward VI. for in the 3d Year of his Reign, he was

: LL Writers agree in the Antiquity of this Fa- 
mily. Sir Feoffrey Colepeper of Peppenbury in 
Kent, Knt. was High Sheriff of that County, 
ſo early as the Reign of K. Edw. I. about which time 
Sirnames began in England. Sir Tho. Cole pe per of Bedge- 
bury, Knt. was Governor of Winchelſea, one of the 
Cinque-Ports, in the Reign of Ed. II. They Seal'd with 
a Bend Ingrail'd, Gules on a Field Argent : Of which the 
Famous Drayton, in his Barons Wars, enunmerating 
the Arms of the noted Families, on each fide, ſays; 
And Colepeper, with Silver Arms Inrail'd, 

Bare thereupon a Bloody Bend Engrail'd. 

Fohn Colepeper was a Judge,in the Reign of Hey, 6. 
and left one ſole Daughter and Heir, who matching 
with Harrington, added greatly to the Paternal Eſtate 
of that noble Family. Rich. Colepeper of Oxheath, was 
High Sheriff of Kent, in the Reign of Ed. IV. K. Hey, 
VIII. ſet up the Arms of two of the Name in his Gal- 
lery at White-hall, for their Military Atchievements 
at Tournay, and the Battle of Spurs. In the Reign of 
Q. Eliz. and K. James I. flouriſhed Sir Tho. Colepeper 
of Aylesford ; and at, and after the ſame time, Sir 
Tho. Colepeper of Hollingbourn, who having acted and 
ſuffer'd much for the Crowu, liv'd to ſee the Reſtora- 
tion of the Royal Family in the Perſon of K. Charles II. 
Sir Will. Cleaner of Aylesford was created a Baronet 
in the zd of K. Charles I. 1627. It has been, and is a 
Queſtion, Whether Peppenbury and Bedgebury(which 
center'd in one) or Aylesford,is the Head of this ſprea- 
ding Family? Sir John Colepeper being of the * 
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bury Branch, was Kt. of the Shire for Kent, in the Par- 
liament which met in the Year 1641. He was a Man 
of perfe& Loyalty, and great Ability, as appears by 
all the Accounts of thoſe Times, and particularly by 
the Hiſtory of the E. of Clarendon, his great Corrival; 
but above all, is the Teſtimony of the laſt mention'd K. 
in the Patent by which he was created a Peer, bearing 
Date 21ſt of Octob. 1644. This Age too much conſiſted 
of thoſe, who before the Civil Diſſentions had been 
concern'd in Arbitrary Methods; and Others, who 
being not of that ſort, were yet afterwards Rebels to 
their Sovereign. But as this extraordinaty Man was 
conſtantly Zealous for the Libertyof his Conntry, he 
was every way of a rare and unblemiſht Character: 
Qui in ipſis Perduellionis Incunabilts celatam Conjurato- 
rum Perfidiam exoſus, Nobis fideliter aſtitit. After 20 
Years Service to the Crown, and 12 Years Exile with 
K. Charles II. he return'd with his {aid Majeſty into 


England, and dyed Maſter of the Rolls, in July 1660.

N the time of the Grand Rebellion againſt King 
Marmaduke Charles I. Sir Marmaduke yy of Holme in 
Spalding- Moor in the County of York, Knt. great- 

ly Manifeſting his Loyalty to that Prince, when dri- 
ven by the Seditious, and Predominant Party from 
his Parliament at Weftminſter, and forc'd to retire to 
York, freely repair'd to him at that Place, and after- 
wards, at his own Charge, rais'd three Companies of 
Foot, and a Troop of Seventy Horſe for his Service, 
with which Force, he fell upon a Party of Scots at 
Corbridge in Northumberland, and put them to Flight.

Walter de Clifford, Son of the laſt Walter, and 
Brother to Roſamond,took to Wife Agnes, the Daugh- 
ter and ſole Heir to Roger de Candi, Lord of the Man- 


nours of Cavenby and Glentham, in the County of 


Lincoln; and had Iſſue by her four Sons, viz. Walter, 
his Son and Heir, Roger, from whom the ſucceeding 
Barons of this Family did Deſcend, Giles, and Rich- 
ard; which Roger, by Sybil his Wife, Daughter and 
Co-heit to Robert de Eways, a great Baron in Here- 
ford/hire, had Iſſue, Roger his Heir: | 
Which Roger attended King Henry III. in the 434 
year of his Reign, in his Expedition then made into 
France, He afterwards fell off from that King, and 


joyn'd with the Rebellious Barons, for which, toge- 


ther with Montfort, Earl of Leiceſter, and others, he 
underwent the Sentence of Excommunication ; but 
the next year he fought on the King's part, and was 
with him at the Siege of Vorthampton, where he had 
ſuch great Succels ; Ho afterwards made Governor 
of the Caſtle of Gloucefter, and Sheriff of that Coun- 
ty. He ever after ſtoutly adher'd to the King's Inte- 
reſt, enjoy'd many Gifts and Privileges from him; and 
in his fifty third year was conſtituted one of the Ju- 
ſtices Itinerant, for the Counties of Rutland, Surry, 
Southampton, OTE, Somerſet, and Glouceſter. 

In the 54th of Henry III. he attended Prince Ed- 
ward to the Holy Land; and in the firſt of Edward l. 
contracted Matrimony with the Counteſs of Laure- 
tania in Fance; Afterwards, in the fifth of Edw. J. 
he was made a Governour of Erde/tegh-Caftle, in 
Hertfordſhire, and in the fixth of the ſame Reign, 
was conſtituted one of the Juſtices of the King's 
Foreſts in Hampſhire, being afterwards ſurpriz d in 
Harding-Caftle in Flintſhire, and the King marching 
to his Relief, his Son Roger was there unhappily Slain, 
whom he ſurvived four Years. - „ 

To whom ſucceeded Robert, his Grandſon and Heir, 


viz, Son of Roger his coy ſo ſlain in his Life time; 


which Robert, in the 22d of Edward I. was one of the 


Peers in the Parliament then held at Lincoln, who 
Subſcribed 
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Subſcrib'd that Letter ſent to the Pope, declaring 
King Edward's Right to the Superiority and Domi- 
nion of the Realm of Scotland, againſt which Coun- 
try he valiantly ſerv'd the King in his Wars, in whoſe 
Reign he was made Juſtice of all the King's Foreſts 
beyond Trent; made Governour of the Caſtle of Not- 
tingham; conſtituted the King's Lieutenant, and Ca 
tain General of the Counties of Cumberland, WeR 
morland, and Lancafter. Afterwards, in the Second 
of Edm. II. he was firſt conſtituted Warden of the 
Marches, toward Scotland, and Captain General, and 
Governour of that whole Realm, with Power to give 
Protection to all thoſe who ſhou'd ſubmit to King 
Edward's Authority. 


This Robert was likewiſe one of thoſe Potent Men, 


who joyn'd with Thomas, Earl of Lancaſter, in put- 


ting to Death Pierce Gaveſton, that great Favourite 
to King Edward II. in whoſe Seventh Year, being 
again in the Wars of Scotland, he was flain in the un- 
fortunate Battle of Bannocł- Moor, with many other 
Gallant Engliſb- Men, leaving Roger his Son Heir: 


Which Roger, before he was of full Age, viz. in Reger: 


the 13th of Edw. II. march'd into Scotland, but be- 
ing afterwards drawn into the Party of Thomas, Earl 
of Lancaſter, was with him taken Priſoner, and ſoon 
after ſuffer'd Death at York, having been ſummon'd 
to Parliament in the 13th and 14th of Edw. II. To 


whom ſucceeded Robert de Clifford his Brother, and 
next Heir in Blood. 


This Robert ſerv'd King Edward III. in his Wars Robert, 


in Scotland; by whom he was made Warden of the 
Marches of Cumberland and Weftmorland;, and Cap- 
tain General of the Forces aſſign'd for thoſe Parts. 
He died the 18th of Edw. III. leaving Robert his Son 
and Heir, then thirteen Years of Age; and two 
younger Sons, Roger and Thomas, afterwards a Knt.

HE eldeft Branch of the ancient Family of the 
Stawel's, which has flouriſhed in the County 
of Somerſet at Stawel, Cot holſton and Ham, 

for more than theſe 600 Years, as plainly appears by 
old Deeds and Evidences ſtill in the Family; thou 

ſeveral Records of this nature were deſtroyed in the 
Great Rebellion. Several of this ancient Family 
have had the Honour of Knighthood, ſerv'd often for 
their Country in Parliament, and born ſome of the 
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moſt Honourable Offices in it, and have alſo many 
times intermarried with the Nobility, but had no 
. of Honour till King Charles II. by his Letters- 

atent, bearing Date the 15th of January, in the 34th 
year of his Reign, rais'd it to the State and degree 
of Peerage, in conſideration of the remarkable Loy- 
alty to Sir John Stawel, Knt. of the Bath, who, du- 
ring the Rebellion begun in 1642, ſteddily adher'd to 
his Duty, and at his own Charge rais'd and min- 


tain'd three Regiments, one of Horſe, another of 


Foot, and a third of Dragoons, for his Majeſty's Ser- 
vice; and at laſt, when the Rebels grew Victorious, 
ſuffer'd Impriſonment, Sequeſtration, and the loſs 
of the greateſt part of a very large Fortune; He was 
alſo try'd for his Life in their pretended Courts of 
Juſtice : But, notwithſtanding theſe Hardſhips, his 
Loyalty held out againſt the Uſurpation, and never 


ſwerv'd. This Sir John dying ſoon after upon the 


Reſtauration, his Majeſty thought fit to reward hi 
in his Poſterity, advancing his Son Ralph Stamel, Eſq; 
to the Dignity of a Baron of England, by the Title 
of Baron Stawel of Somerton: This Ralph, Lord 
Stawel, deſerved very well too from the Crown, in- 
heriting the Principles of. his Father, as well as his 
Eſtate, and doing fignal Service to his Prince and 
Country, upon nice and critical Occaſions. He mar- 
ried Ann ughter of John Rivers, Eſq; by whom 
he had Ifſue, John his Son and Heir, and a Daughter 
Ann, married to James Darcy, Grandſon to Coniers, 
L. Darcy, created Earl of Holderneſs. Which J. ſuccee- 
ding married the Lady Margaret, Daughter to Fames,

HO' none of this Family arrived to the Digni- 
ty of Peerage till John the late L. Ahburn-

Thyme, a good Antiquary, Stiles Baron of Kent, 
who was ads Conſtable of Dover-Caftle, An. ood 
being the firſt and laſt Year of King Harald; and was 
Beheaded by William the Conqueror after he had ob- 
tain'd the Crown, for defending that Caſtle ſo Vali- 
antly againſt him: Tho' tis by others faid, that be- 
ing General of King Herald's Forces, he was ſlain 
valiantly Fighting, at the memorable Battle of Ba- 
tle- Abbey in Suſſex. 

The Mandate of King Harald to this Man, to levy 
Horſemen and other Forces to reſiſt the Conqueror, 
remains yet as a good Tradition to Illuſtrate thoſe of 
this Family.

j Kings Vicar-General being powerful Incentives a- 
} gainſt him; he fell into a Premunire, and had his 
whole Eſtate, both Real and Perſonal ſeizd on for 
the King's uſe, which was Executed with ſtrictneſs 
and ſeverity enough. , 

The good old Man being thus ſtript of all he had, 
retir'd to a Village call'd Wapenham, in ſight of his 
former Habitation, and liv'd in the Parſonage Houſe 
there; the Advowſon of which had been in his Gift, 
and the Parſon thereof preſented to it by him. Here 
he paſs'd many years with a moſt conſumate Piety 
and entire Reſignation, until the 4th year of King Ed. 
VI, when his Eſtate was reſtor'd to him: But fo 
miſerably lopt and torn by the ſeveral Grants and Sales 
made by the Crown, during that tedious Interval 
that he cou'd never obtain ſo much as one 3d Part of 
what he had in clear Poſſeſſion before. Thoſe reſtor'd 
him were the Lordſhips and Mannors of N 
an 
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and Eftneſton, the Advowſons of the Rectories of 
Tomcettour, Cold higham and Bradmym, otherways Brad. 
den, and of the Vicaridge of Eſtneſton, the Hundred 
of Wilmerſiy, with very large Privileges thereto be 
longing, and ſeveral Houſes in Cotton- End, in the 
County of Northampton. The Lordſhip and Manor 
of OAtey St. Legers, in the County of Here ford; the 
Lordſhip and Manor of Ganno, in the/ County of 
Worceſter the Lordſhips and Manors of Lutonhoe 
and Efthide, and the Hermitage Landſin, Luton and 
Runtisford, Farmin Runtisford, in the County of 
Bedford. And King Edward to make ſome Compen- 
fation for what had been Granted away by his Fa- 
ther, Granted by the ſame Charter to Richard Far- 
or and his Heirs, ſeveral other Lordſhips, Manors; 
Lands and Tenements, viz. The Lordſhips and Ma- 
nors of Corſecombe, Halftocke, Nether-Stocke, and the

This Man re- 
membring with fome Gratitude his firſt Maſter, and 
having Admiſſion to the King at all Times and 
Places, eſpecially when Sick, Melancholy, and to- 
wards his end, let fall ſome lucky Words which a- 
waken'd the King's Conſcience, ſo as at leaſt to endea- 
vour a Reſtitution, and accordingly he Inmociarety 
gave Order about it, but being prevented by Dea 
it was never effectually as ormed till the fourth 
Year of King Edward YI. by Letters Patents bearing

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He therefore being now Repoſſeſs d of ſo much of his 
Eſtate as was left, and of ſome ſmall Addition which 
(as I have obſerv'd)was call'd a Compenſation,return'd 
to his Manſion Houſe at Efton; and {ome time after ha- 
ving ſome foreknowledge of his own Death, and having 
Invited many of his Friends and Neighbours that very 
Day, he took leave of them, and retir'd to his De- 
votions, and was found Dead' in that very Poſture, 
and afterwards Buried on the North fide. of the 
Chancel of that Pariſh Church, under a Grey Marble 
Tomb.

HAT this Family, of Hervey, hath been of 
reat Antiquity in England, is evident enough 
om many Authorities, deriving its Deſ- 
cent from Robert Fitz- Hervayes, or de Harvay, 
Duke of Orleans, an Expert and Valiant Soldier, who 
came into England with William the Conqueror, as 
appears by the Chronicle of Normandy, and the Liſt 
of Names enter'd therein, and the Chronicle of Eng- 
land : - Alſo Hervey, the firſt Biſhop of Ely, who 
Founded the Monaſtery of Thorney in the County of 
Cambridge, as appears by the Records thereof. 
A Son of this great Duke was, probably Hervey of 
Lyons, who in the Reign of King Stephen came into 
neland, and aſſiſted him in his Wars with the Em- 
preſs; A Man of ſuch a high Spirit, and noble Ex- 
cant, that King Henry the Firſt, had often im- 
portun'd him to his Court in Vain.
